When Sir 
Cl:!.iles Russell's early elevation to the 
bench occurs, ho will bo succeeded in the 
Attorney Generalship by Mr. Rigby, and 
Mr. Herbert Asquith will become Solicitor 
General. 

A leading subject of gossip is whether 
Gladstone will venture to offer a seat in the 
cabinet to Sir Charles P/ilke. It is not be- 
lieved, however, that he will take the risk 
of offending the religious feeling of the 
country. 

Lord Salisbury has summoned a cubinet 
unci! to meet next week to d.-eide. 
whether the present government shall meet 
parliament Or resign forthwith. The priests 
are taking an active part in the elections in 
Ireland and not always in the most ] 
pacific, spirit. Tho Unionists in the Mid- 
lothian district have already begun an 
inergetic canvass with a view to contesting 
the district. When Gladstone takes office 
and again entors the ministry, it will be 
necessary for him to resign his seat in the 
Commons and again stand for election, The 
Conservatives and Liberal-Unionists, en- 
couraged by the enormous reduction they 
made in his majority Wednesday, think 
that when he again appeals to tho Mid- 
lothian electors, they will be able to defeat 
him. 

New Vork, July 10.— The World, this 
morning, says : Eugene Kelly, discussing 
the English elections with a reporter, yes 
terday, saiil : "It is my opinion that il 
would be wisest for Mr. Gladstone to make 
no decisivo move for Home Rule for a yeur 
or so. Mr. Gladstone will be stronger in a 
year than now. As to the question of funds 
for the Irish cali6o, I may say that there is 
no lukewarmness on the part of Ireland's 
friends in America. To- day I forwarded a 
draft for 850,000 to Justin McCarthy am 
John Dillon, and more will be forthcoming.

San Francisco, July 10. — No news came 
from the Superintendent of Uiu Bunker Hill 
and Sullivan mine, to day, and last night 
there was only a brief message saying thut 
tho troops were fast getting things into 
apple pie order. The Superintendent has 
given orders from here to take care of the 
three millions worth of property iu his 
charge, and get into readiness to set the 
mill running at the first opportunity. It is 
calculated here that this should occur some 
time next week. No more men will go 
from here until something more definite on 
this subject is learned. Few of the Bunker 
Hill miners sent from hero have bceu iu 
want, and the company has 1 made advances 
to help them out. 

million Dollar Overflow. 

Uiiuunuiiam, Ala., July 15. — News rc- 
csived to-night from Sumner county, the 
scene of tho ovet (!■.. v of the Tombigbee, 
Noxubee and ^ucarnocheo rivers, sho,vs 
that half of the area of tho county is under 
water, and that .'1,000 people aro on the 
verge of starvation. The damage to crops 
and property is nearly §1,000,000. The 
mayor of every city in tho state has ap- 
pointed relief committees to raise money 
and secure provisions.

New York, July 10. — On the arrival of 
tho Nuvada frnm Liverpool, the health ofli- 
cer found a Russian steerage passenger, 
Mary Ribbiuovitch, Buffering from typhus 
fever. She and a traveling companion were 
transferred tn the receiving hospital. Tho 
steamer then proceeded to tho dock. The 
Russians are all being detained on hoatd. 
Their baggage is thoroughly disinfected. 
To-d.iy all the Russiiins,01 in number, were 
taken to Hoffman's island for observation 
and disinfection. Two other cases of typhus 
lover were found on subsequent inspection 
and wero immediately transferred to the 
receiving hospital. 

•A Terrible Death. 
SllAMOKiN, Pa., July 10.— John Fabouch 
was killed this afternoon in tho Enterprise 
mine. While riding out from the slope 
bottom be raised his head too high and it 
was caught between two rocks projecting 
from the roof.

The Jlost Serious Ever Seen on the Southern 
Pacific Railway. 

BaKERSFIELD, Cal. , July 16.— One of tho 
worBt wrecks ever seen on the Southern 
Pacific occurred at a culvert about one mile 
north of BakersSeld, at 1:45 a.m. Engi- 
neer Ooble is an experienced man and was 
making a good run irom Freano to Bikers- 
held. The cause of tho wreck was a cow 
which ran ahead of a train on 
track and was suddenly caught between 
tho ties and culvert guard. 1 he 
engine struck the body of the cow, and the 
locomotive and 13 cars wero piled in a 
heap beside the track. Fireman Crosby, 
Brakemun Donnelly and Engineer Colby 
were all hurt, wedged down between the 
cars, where were also found the bodies of 
three men whoso names are unknown. It 
is evident they had been stealing a ride, and 
were probably beneath tho ears. A train 
was made up at Lathrop of wrecked cars ; 
seven contained ieo, one of them wool, one 
wine, one beer, and two canned goods. The 
passengers wero transferred around the 
wreck, and the trains sent on their trips.

WIRES DEMORALIZED. 

The Aurora. Unreal Is piaya the Mischief With 
the Telegraphic Service. 

CniOAQO, July 10. — Tho aurora borealia, 
which ucconipanies lha appearance of the 
sun spots, is to-day manifesting itself with 
greater force than was ever before! known. 
Tho condition of the electrical tension in 
the utmosphere extends as far south as Chi- 
cago, with a vigor sufficient to melt the 
brass strips on the swiich boardaof the tele- 
graph oflices and destroy the instruments. 
A Hash of lightning lias been frequently 
known to do this, but auroral disturbances 
are generally of a milder nature. 

FOUli MEN KILLED. 

A Tree Crushes Into an Italian Gamy, Carrying- 
Death and De^tructlou. 

SEATTLE, July 10. — A private telegram, 
from Hamilton was to the effect that a 
rumor of a terrible accident at one of the 
contractor's camps had reached there; that 
four Itajians had been instantly killed 
and twelve others severely injured. A Mr. ' 
Bryant, aub-contractor under Earle & Dona- 
hue, has tho contract to put in culverts, do 
cribbing, etc., over a certain Bection of the 
line. He had a large crew of Italian labor- 
ers at work, one gang of which were en- 
gaged in felling timuer on the hillsides 
above the camp. Tho large timbers wore 
handled by means of un improvised skid. 

On Tuesday afternoon last an unusually 
large tree was felled and drnpped into the 
skid, liy some accident the stop blocks got 
out of g.-ar, and the immense piece of 
timber, weighing probably 20 tons, started 
down the skid, rapidly gaiuiug impetus at 
every- iuoh. Just below wis the camp, and 
something like 25 or 30 Italians were 
aeatcd there eating. On came the 
tree with a roar -and a rush, hut 
was not until the tree, which hud 
attained a fiightful rate of speed, was with- 
in 10 yards of them, that the Italians be- 
came aware of their danger and then they 
jumped to get away. It was too late.. 
Four of the unfortunates wero atruck ancl 
instantly killed, while 12 others were 
caught by the partially trimmed branches, 
and badly cut and bruised. The acci- 
dent the Italians attributed to tho negli- 
gence of Byraut, and at once made a 
rush for the top of t ha hill. Bryant saw 
their coming, and ran. A crowd chased 
him for about five miles, when they re- 
turned to the camp to caro for the wounded, 
while Bryant started to come to this city.

"When the news reached Juneau, tho de- 
puty marshal and a posse chartered a 
steamer, with which they went to Chilkat, 
and arrested all the Indians and whito men 
that were implicated in the row. They 
brought down the wounded Indians und 
white men to Juneau, where they aro now 
under treatment at the Sister's Hospital. 
Tho liquor that caused this row was landed 
there some weeks ago by the steam schooner 
Jeanie, which is furnishing supplies for ull 
the canneries in South Eastern Alaska. 

She put ushore grout quantities of liquor 
at every landing she made, and tho natives 
have been on one grand drunk ever since. 
This steiunor is allowed to como into the 
territoiy with a full cargo of goods and to 
land "promiscously around everywhere" 
without having custom house officers aboard 
to see that there are no contraband goodB 
discharged, while the regular mail steamer 
are compelled to carry a custom house 
officer around through tlio territory to 
superintend the landing of the cargo. 

The weather has been tho moit delight- 
ful, for the last week, ever known in this 
country. There has been no news reeeivi d 
from tho sealing fleet for some time, but we 
expect, to he ir of the seizure of several ves- 
sels on tho arrival of the mail boat from the 
westward. 

The Canadian steamer, Coquitlam, has 
discharged all her cirgo and stores in the 
Government warehouse, und the districi 
Judge has appointed three appraisers to 
■omens tiiu value of the sUumcr, 
which will bu dono in n d.,_\ 
nr two. When tho Cnquitlam 
was seized, there wero large quantities of 
potatoes aboard, which aro now b.-ing line- 

noned off at tho Government warehouse at 
Sitka. All the perishable Btores will be 
sold to the highest bidders.

E LIZ A EDWARDS SAILS. 

UnltPl) Stated Customs Olllelnls Fall to 
Find the Contraband Goods, 

San Dieco, Cal., July 15.— The British 
steam schoone, Eliza Edwards has suiled at 
last. She was spoken off Coronado Islunds 
twenty-five miles south of this city, by the 
yacht Santa. Barbara. She wa# then hold- 
ing on a southeast course. Customs officials 
n iw believe the Edwards has gono on a 
s larch for tho reported buried treasure on 
Coeos Island. When she arrived hero sho 
had a quantity of lumber on board. This 
proving in the way when Btores was tukin 
aboard, it wus entered and bold. The cap- 
tain at first said it was to be used in build- 
ing shanties, but where ho did not state. 
A lot of tent material, with sulTbicnt 
stores to last six months, was pur- 
chased, and Bliipped in its place, 
which confirms tho officials in tho belief 
that Cocoa island is the truo destination. 
They are, however, positive that the Ed- 
waids landed contraband gooda on the Cal- 
ifornia coast. 



BEADSTEEET'S EEP0ET, 
A Notable Increase iu the Number of Strikers. 

New York, July 15.— Special telegrams 
to Hrudstrect's from some of the busincs 
c-ntrcs do not indieato any marked in- 
crease in the volumes of general trade. 
Noticeable exceptiona are increased de- 
mands on and shipments by boot and shoo 
dealers East and West, und a consequent 
improvement in the request for leather, 
heavier grades of which are advancing, and 
there is much strong h in hides. There is 
also a little improvement in inquiry for 
nails and bar iron at Chicr.go and other 
western points. Live cattle and hogs at 
Omaha and Kansas City are firm and higher. 

Pacific coast, West und Northwest, tho 
wheat crop outlook is excellent. In Louisi- 
ana the rivers are fulling and except for 
cotton the crop prospects are excellent. 
At Pittsburg and neighboring points 
ihe volume of trade has been cheeked 
by labor disturbances, but in Kan- 
sua City, St, Louis, Chicago, 
Baltimore, Philadelphia and New 
York fair volumes of business are reported. 
The total number of industriul employes on 
strike nr looked out by the dose of this 

week has now increased to exceed 1)0,000, a 
portion of the increase being duo to symp- 
thy with the locked-out men at Homestead,.

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A DIRECTORS' MEETING, 



At Which Hatters Connected "With the 
Jubilee Quarantine Hospital 
Were Discussed. 



Conference to ho Held "With Premier 
Davie, the Provincial Health 
Officer and City Officials. 



An informal meeting of the Board of 
Directors of tho Provincial Royal Jubilee 
Hospital was held last evening at tho ollicu 
of Mr. E. Crow-Baker, Bank of B. C. build- 
ing. 

There were present Mr. Joshua Davies, 
President, in the cbuir, mid Messrs. A. C. 
Flumerfolt, A. Wilson, B. Gordon, D. M. 
Uberta, E. C. Baker, A. B. Gray, C. Hay- 
ward, W. M. Chudley and H. M. Yatas, 
Secretary. 

There was no business done but tho gen- 
tlemen present had a quiot chat over mat- 
ters in general and the smallpox question in 
particular, with especial reference to what 
had been done at the quarantine station on 
tho grounds. 

President Davies made u verbal report, 
in which ho first thanked tho directors for 
tho prompt aid and assistnnco they had 
given him in carryinc on the work. Just a 
week ago there was nothing on tho ground 
now occupied. Sineo then the quarantine 
hospital proper had been built, besides 
four cottages, each containing two sick 
wards, a nurses' room and a kitchen. Tents 
had boon pitched, a stable put up, and an- 
other hospital ward 100 feet long by 20 feet 
wide would bo completed this (Saturday) 
night, so that in case of emergency then: 
would bo available accommodation for near- 
ly 00 more smallpox patients. Tho quar- 
antine hospital had been furnished and 
fitted up from the stores of tho Jubilee 
Hospital proper, and in fact tho 
surgical ward had practically been 
dopletod, so that it had been 
necessary to issue orders for a new supply. 
Dr. Crompton, who had been put in charge 
of the city cases by Mayor Ueaveu, hud 
been superseded by Dr. Richardson, as Dr. 
Crompton had been unable to remain in tho 
grounds as resident physician. The nurses 
in charge are Miss Hardy, matron, Miss 
Debou, Miss Daisy Hardy and Miss Minnie 
Hardy. The hospital servants are now 
working on the quarantine grounds and are 
rondering excellent service. Complete 
water connections had been made, and four 
2000-candlo power electric lights havo been 
provided. 

The President desired that tho thanks of 
tho Board ho expressed to the citizens who 
had s.n kindly and so generously sent in 
donations of fresh fruit, books, papers, 
flowtrs, etc., as asked for by Dr. Davie. 
Although tho request hud only been made 
on Saturday morning, there was already a 
plentiful supply. Amongst others, Lieut. 
Governor and Mrs. Nelson bad sent over 
two largo champagne baskets of ripe cher- 
ries and a quantity of books, etc. The 
promptness with which the donations were 
sent in is especially noteworthy. 

In view of the fact that it might possibly 
bo necessary to havo considerable additional 
accommodation, should a fresh outbreak of 
smallpox occur, a telegram was sent to tho 
Dominion Government asking for permission 
to use two condemned marquee tents from 
the militia stores hero. A reply had been 
received front Col. Panet, Deputy Minister 
of Militia and Defence, stating that the 
tents were valued at $30, and could bo sold 
to the city at that price; hut in any event 
should not be used for smallpox patients 
and then be sent buck to the militia stores. 

Mr. Wilson made somo remarks, when 
tho telegram was read, about tho remark- 
able generosity of tho Dominion Govern- 
ment in this as well as in other matters in 
which tho city of Victoria was concerned. 
It was decided not to accept the offer at 
present. 

There was a general discussion on the 
question of how safe it waa for city phy- 
sicians to attend cases of smallpox in the 
quarantine hospital and then go around the 
city seoing their patients. The opinion was 
freely expressed that- the doctor* warn as 
likely to carry the disease in their clothes 
as anyone elhe in attendance upon the in- 
fected, but there wt-ro some directors who 
bad the idea that the doctors took such pre- 
cautions as were necc^tury to make their 
visits perfectly safo. 

After some discussion it was decided that 
it would be advisable to hold a conferenoeut 
an early date with the Mayor aud Cuuncil of 
tho city and it was also decided to invite the 
Premier, Hon. Theodore Davie, tho Pro- 
vincial Health Ollicer, Dr. Davie, and the 
City Health Olli cer, Dr. Milne, to bo pre- 
sont. Tho President waa empowered to ar- 
rango for the meeting, which will probably 
be held on Monday evening, if that time 
will be convonient for the city ofiioiala. 

What will be done for further accommo- 
dation fur the sick should there bo another 
outbreak of tho smallpox ? 

This was a question which was talked 
over. Some of tho directors thought it 
would bo advisable to have another large 
building put up immediately on the eight 
acres of ground adjoining thehospital, which 
had been so generously offered by Mr. R 
P. Rithct. It was pointed nut that the cost 
of erecting such a building would bo reduced 
by over 50 por cent if the work could bo 
dono without tho urgent hurry that had 
been necessary to put up the first hospital. 
The fact is that the first buildings have cost 
a considerable sum more than they could 
bavo been built for, but, taking into con- 
sideration tho speed with which they were 
put together, the additional expense could 
not be avoided. For instanco, workmen 
employed all night expect and receive more 
pay than for day work, while 18 hours a 
day means un additional rate per hour.

Those first applying will bo 
given the choico of unfilled positions which 
they aro capable of filling. Those who fail 
to apply by the time mentioned, will bo 
considered us not desiring to eutor tho 
company's service, and their places 
will bo filled with non-union men. 
Steamer Tide left hero this morniug 
with provisions for tho Homestead works. 
The Carnegio Company has advertised for 
bids fur the erection of 100 dwellings for 
workmen inside of their Btockado around 
the mill, Tho company ate receiving miiny 
applications for work, including sumo from 
the old men. 

I'ottstown, Pa., July 1G.— A largo num- 
ber of Hungarians, employes of tho Putts- 
town Iron and Steel Works, left their work 
to-day, without giving any notice, and tho 
accepted theory is that they havo been en- 
gaged to go to Homestead and tako the 
places of the strikers in the Carnegie mills. 
As a result of the foreigners' sudden de- 
parture, the Pottstown Iron Company is 
now advertising for American workmen to 
fill their placc3.

Mountains of Silver and Gold- Great 
Excitement. Flocks of 
People Arriving. 



Eastern Capital Being Brought In— 
An Era of Activity 
Inaugurated. 



Kamloops, B.C., July 10. — Much has 
been said of late as to the prospects of 
Kamloopa aa a mining centre, but never 
havo the prospects of tho inland capital 
looked bo bright as at tho present, and it is 
evident that the expectations of tho most 
sanguino will bo moro than realized.

Lockerby has already acquired Borne inter- 
ests. After visiting Grand Prairie, Mr. 
Lockerby and party will spend somo timo 
in the district, visiting other points of in- 
terest. Mr. Lockerby expresses himself us 
much pleased with what he bus n>eu, so 
far, and considers tho district very rich 
in minerals. Georgo McDonald has also 
struck a rich lead of galena within 
two miles of tho town, while yet another 
rich lead has been discovered by Mr. Walker, 
at Adams Lake, within a fow miles of tho 
city. Major Vaughan, who has been here 
for some time investigating tho coal fields 
of the North Thompson, left for Vancouver 
to-night.

v. Tan Citv ok Vancouver. 

Hon. A. N. Richards, Q.C., and A. E. 
McPhillipa moved to dissolve the manda- 
tory injunction granted by Mr. Justice 
Creiiao on the 13th iust. , requiring the city 
of Vancouver to permit passengers and car- 
goes , to land at their liaibor utter compli- 
ance with tho Hralth Regulations provided 
for under ull Dominion und Provincial Acts 
applying to the cuse. 

Mr. Rfcbft'ds contended that sub-section 
92 of tec. 142 of I ha special act of incor- 
po.ation of Vancouver, 1-80, having 1 
amended by the provincial statute of 1880, 
sec. .'i7, hy giving to the municipal corporu 
tion of Vancouver power to pass by-laws 
"for regulating, with u view of preventing 
tho spread of infectious diseaso, tho entry 
or departure of vessels at the port of Van- 
couver, tho landing of such passengers and 
cargoes from such boats or vessels, or from 
railroad carriages or cars, and the receiving 
of passengers i r cargoes on board of the 
game," and thut the corporation having, un- 
der that act, on the 2nd of February, ISO'2 
without any special reference to the unfor 
tunate conditions now existing, passed a by- 
law, No. 131, called "The Public Health By- 
Law," which provided, amongst other things 
(sec. 8) — "The medical health ollicer shall 
have power to atop, detain and examine 
every person or persons, freight, cargoes, 
boats, railway and tramway cars coining 
from a place infected with a pestilential or 
infectious disease, in order to prevent the 
introduction of the same into tho city," had 
power by their heal Ih officer to stop tho 
passengers on tho Vosemito from landing, as 
had been done. 

Counsel read affidavits of Joseph Huntley, 
health inspector of Vancouver, and of Dr. 
Morrison, of Victoria, to show that Victoria 
was a place infected with a pestilential or 
infectious disease, within the meaning of the 
by-law, setting out that 56 cases of small- 
pox were reported by the Victoria authori- 
ties. They contended that the powers de- 
rived by Vancouver, uuder their statute and 
by-laws, were us great or greater than the 
powers created under the Provincial 
"Health Act" (cap. 55, con. »tat. 88), und 
tho orders-in Couucil passed thereund-r lust 
week, under which the Boss Bay Quaran- 
tine Hospi'al was erected in Victoria, 
and supported by the court, though al- 
leged to be in derogation of private 
rightB and convenience; the Health Act 
giving no express powers to stop vessels. 
They abo contended that if tho question of 
tho jurisdiction of the Provincial Legisla- 
ture to i:ive the powers alluded to were 
questioned on the ground that it was an in- 
terference with trade and commerce (which 
is a Dominion jurisdiction) that, Bince the 
Yosemite was a provincial steamer plying 
between ports within the province, that all 
her operations, and the movements of her 
passengers were su' j-ct to control by the 
Provincial Legislature, or any authorities 
to which it might delegate thut control, 
which they admitted would not bo tho case 
if she were plying from a port outside the 
province. Also thut all matters of public 
health, except quarantine stutions and 
marine hospitals, were subjects of Provin- 
cial and not of Dominion jurisdiction, for 
which they cited Ruufret v. Pope, 12 Q. 

L. R., p. :m. 

Mr. McPhillips submitted that a manda- 
tory injunction should only issue in a very 
clear case (Toronto ii. & M. Co. v, Blake, 2 
Out. Rep., at p. 183 ); that this was not a 
clei.r C"Se 0" tlm Constitutional question, 
he cited L/moir v. Ritchie, .'53 C. R. 575. 

Mr. E V. Bodwell, for the C.P.N. Co., 
opposed the motion He did not desire to 
argue so delicate a question as that of the 
constitutionality of tho powers assumed to 
be given to 'he Corporation of Vancouver 
by section 37 of their amendment of ISS'J. 
If that section empowered them to author- 
ize such rlnstio measures as they had here 
exercised, by passing by-laws to that effect, 
it was enough to say that they had 
not passed any such by-law. The 
only reasonable construction to ho given 
to tho words in clause 8 of 
tho by-luw, "Health Officers shall have 
power to stop, detain and examine every 
person," etc., was thut the stoppage and de- 
tention should he for the purpose of examin- 
ing as to tho condition of the person as to 
tho possibility of the introduction of tho 
disease into the city by him, und not a stop- 
pngo und detention at all events, without 
regurd to any examination, i r its results. 
Further, that the Provincial authority only 
extended to pass regulations affecting pence, 
order and good government, and in effect to 
make police regulations, so long as they do 
not usurp i he gi-neral Dominion authorities, 
or interfere with trade and commerce. Here 
tho proposition is that under a power to 
regulate, for a limited purpose, the whole 
volume of trade for the east through Van- 
couver, was to be prohibited and put an 
end to. Inter-Provincial or foreign traffic 
and trade was just as much so if proceed- 
ing on its way upon u steamer plying be- 
tween provincial points, us if the 
steamer hailed from a foreign port ; 
ftud all this fuss was for the 
purpose of avoiding a dinger of infection 
which was really almost imaginary. 

Crease, J. : "Had tho disease in Victoria 
been eo severe as to merit tho designation 
'pestilential,' there might have been some 
reason in it." This injunction was 
not int fleet, ex jiartc. Two te'e 
grama were sent on the 12th 
and I3th inst., giving the Vancouver 
authorities notieo that it would be applied 
for if they persisted on stopping thestcamer, 

HiH Lordhhip continued : "I desiro to 
place myself, as far as possible, in the posi- 
tion of this people ol Vancouver, und to 
give to thorn tho benelit of every means 
which the law, in my opinion, affords them, 
for assuaging their fears by tho exetciso of 
every precaution which their own by-law 
provides fur. The mandatory injui c- 
tion tr> permit passengers to . lund will, 
therefore, be maintained. 

Mr. Richards : But I have shown you that 
neither the Provincial nor thu Dominion re- 
gulations aro in force in Vancouver. They 
have their own health by-luw, and must he 
governed b) it. 

His Lordship : Not to tho exclusion of 
all comers. The trade and commerce of the 
country cannot be Interfcrred with in snch 
a way, by any municipality. 

Mr. Richards: But have'nt tho pcoplo of 
Vancouver a right to oboy the law? 

His Lordship : But oven their own by- 



law, rightly interpreted, does not give them 
any such power. 

Mr, Bodwell suggested that tho order 
might be varied in such a way as to give 
Vancouver any reasonable protection desir- 
able. He prepared his changes and read 
them to the court. 

Mr. Richards : My clients don't want to 
give consent to that. 

His Lordship : But I am not bound to do 
what is un unreasonable thing merely be- 
cause your clients aro frightened and un- 
reasonable. This order, if carried out in 
tho proper way, will give them every rea- 
sonahle fair assurance that there i3 no dun- 
ger of infection in allowing passengers to 
land. Of course they cannot guard ugainst 
every danger. That is one ot the 
troubles of life. We ure all bound to be ex- 
posed to danger to a certain extent, but 
these rules will give them every reasonable 
safeguard that anyone could ask. 

Mr. Richards : They are advised to fol 
low their own by-law. 

His Lordship : 8o fur ns I can see, their 
oh n bylaw does not clash with the Pro- 
vincial regulations issued by order-in coun- 
cil. I don't want to make any order that 
will make them lose the safeguards pro- 
vided by their own by-law. Wo will all 
assist them in taking any necessary pre- 
cautions, but they must be reasonable. If 
the precautions we take against, 'he disease 
uro anything like tho disease itself, it must 
be a serious matter. 

Mr. Bodwell : If there is a loop holu the 
city of Vancouver will try to evade tho in- 
junction. 

His Lordship : I am putting it now so 
that they can according to their own views 
obey the injunction. 

Mr. Bodwell : They will say that every- 
one coming from Victoria is exposed to the 
danger of having become infected. 

His Lordship: Surely they will 
not, I am now putting myself 
in tho position of someone in 
authority in Vancouver who is asked by 
the ptoplo what rules shou d bo observed in 
order to prevent danger from the disease, 
and I don't think any reasonable man 
would ask anything more in the way of pro 
teciion than I am now affording. This 
order does not disturb the working of their 
own by-law, which, as far as I can see, is i 
good one if properly understood and con 
scientiously deult with. 

Mr. Bodwell : My learned friend was 
submitting a motion that we should be 
charged with all the costs. 

His Lordship: This is not a purely local 
matter, It is one so interesting and of so 
serious a nature to all that wo should not 
deal with it in a local spirit. It is one of 
those matters that are higher' than mere 
money consideration. I don't think costs 
ought to bo carried in dismissing the 
motion. 

Mr. Bodwell : The C.P.N. Company has 
had all the expense and has had to stand all 
the loss so fur. 

His Lordship : You may depend upon 
it that it bus not been without danger to 
the City of Vancouver and expense, too, 

Mr. Richards: I don't know what the 
order us it has now been made is. In any 
event I don't consi-nt to it. 
His Lordship: Of course not. 
Mr, Richards : I gather from what has 
been said that the order is stronger than 
the original injunction was. 

His Lordship : To iny mind it i3 anything 
hut that. 
The order was read as made. 
Mr. Richards objected to the word 
"actiikl." Ho said that with ttiis word left 
in it would make it very difficult for the 
city of Vancouver to enforce their by-law 
Mr. Bodwell : If you leave it out they wil 
say that everyouc from Victoria has been 
exposed. 

Mr. Richards : My learned friend wants 
the order made in such a way thut it will 
be impossible for tho Vancouver authorities 
to Btop a man unless wo can show he has 
just been attending ut the smallpox lies 
piial or come from a pluce where he has 
been waiting on or come in contact with 
some of the sick. 

Mr. Bodwell: That is ;precisely what wo 
want. 

Mr. Richards : All wo want to know 
about these people to stop them is that they 
come from Victoria 

Mr Bodwell : We will bo satisfied if 
Your Lordship will make it so that the 
health officer can be satisfied tho passenger 
is not a smal pox patient and ha3 not be- 

His Lordship : Then wo will put in words 
covering that. 

Mr. Richards : I think the order ought to 
be made so that we will he able to keep out 
all persons coming from Victoria. 

His Lordship: What are you talking 
about, Mr. Richards? Even if 1 wished to 
do that, I haven't the power. There is i>o 
law th»t would enable tho Vancouver 
authorities to prevent passengers from here 
landing at their port, provided they have 
not the disease or are not infected. I uni, 
in this matter, placing myself in the posi 
tion of one having in view only the idea of 
enabling the Vancouver authorities to pre- 
vent any person landing there who is in- 
fected with the diseaso or is in dauger of 
spreading it. Thore is no law that would 
enable them to put all the passengers in 
quarantine. 

Mr. Bodwell: They can only interfere 
with such passengers as have been infected, 
or have been in actual danger of having be- 
come infected. 

Mr. McPhillips : They can keep them on 
tho boat. 

His Lordship : No, I don't know that. 
Mr. McPhillips : Tho city of Vancouver 
would have, to keep people who come from 
Victoria und have the disease. 

Mr. Richards: They don't want to go to 
that expense. 

Mr. Bodwell : What, wo want to guard 
ugainst is the obstruction and stoppago of 
the trnflio. 

His Lordship : If they found a person 
who was infected they could send him 
buck. 

Mr, Bodwell : They can prevent persons 
who aro Infected with the disease from land- 
ing. If there is anyone going to be hurt b) 
this order it is ihe C P N. Co. 

His Loidship: I think that isquito right. 
If they take iuleotl d people on board they 
must iiin their own risk. 

Mr. Richards: The originnl order is ninre 
favorable to us than the present one, because 
if, under the provincial regulations, we find 
a man who has been exposed, we 
can put him in quarantine. Let 
him then apply for a writ of habeas 
corpus. The Judge can find out whether 
it is reasonable to suppose every ono coin- 
ing from Victoria bus hem in danger of in- 
fect ion or not. 

His Lordship : The order now in force 
docs not recognize their being put in quar- 
antine immediately on landing simply be- 
cause they come from Victoria. 

Mr. Richards: Whut I a>-kcd was that 
the injunction should recognize our by-law. 

His Lordship; Tho order us it is now 
made tlnos recognize your by-law. 

Mr. Richards : Have you settled the 
order? 

Mr. Bodwell : I will take it out as it is 
now, and then, if my learned friend wishes 
, ho can move to amend it. 
His Lordship : I want to seo tho by-law 
carried out, I want to see the law ob- 
served, and I want to sco Vancouver und 



tho health of its people carefully guarded. 
I think theso rules are all compatible. 
There is no provision contained in the Van- 
couver by-luw that we do not make for our 
own safety. 

His Lordship then left tho bench, and 
Bhortly afterwards Mr. Bodwoll served tho 
following niinutes of the order, which will 
bo ibsuod in duo course : 

"Upon hoarlng of Mr. Riclnrds, Q 0., for 
defendants, and Mr. rod well for plaintiffs, on 
motion of Mr. Richards to dissolve the injunc- 
tion granted Juiy 13. this Court doth order 
that, the said mo 1 ion bo and tho samo is horeby 
dismissed, and this Com t doth further order 
that tho said order of July 13 bo varied bo as to 
conform to thu draft hereto attached." 

80USTANCE OF DRAFT OF AMENDED OKDEli, 

That the defendants, their officers, agents, 
workmen and servants do permit all pas- 
sengers upon i ho plaintiffs' steamers to laud 
at the port of Vancouver, subject only to 
such detention, examination und inspection 
ns may be reasonubly necessary in order to 
ascertain tho existence amongst the passen- 
gers or crew, or auy of them 
on board the said steamers, of 
tho diseaso of smallpox, or of 
actual danger of tho said passengers or 
crew or any of them, being infected with 
smallpox by reason of them or any of them 
having been actually exposed to conta- 
gion thereof. 

And this court doth further order that 
the defendants, their officers, workmen and 
servants be and they are hereby restrained 
from in any way interfering with or ob- 
structing the said plaintiffs in landing the 
said passengers or any of them except only 
us to such of said passengers as shall bo 
proved to be infected with the said disease 
of smallpox or with respect, to whom I hero 
shall bo good and reasonable ground for be- 
lt- ving that he or she bus contracted tho 
said disease or is in any way infected there 
with, with liberty to all parties to apply as 
thoy may be advised. 

VANCOUVER rOLIDE ON GUARD. 

Vancouver, July 10.- (Special). — Cupt. 
Rudlin's trial was postponed to day on 
account of tho non-arrival of the defendant. 
MaeKay and Spinks aro not yet in custody. 

Mr. Ju-tiee McCreight, in tho Supremo 
Court, Westminster, to-day issued a rule 
nisi to show cause why Ueo. Bnwack, the 
Yosemite passenger, should not be dis- 
charged from quarantine. Bowack and 
Jonns say they did not know they would 
be detained if they got off the steamer. 
Argument was fixed for Tuesday. 

In spite of the telegram stating that no 
steamer would arrivo from Victoria, four 
policemen were on guard ut the dock all 
day.

GENERAL HARDINGE. 

Death of a War- Worn Veteran Full of Years 
and Honors. 

Lieut. General, the Hon. Sir Arthur Ed- 
ward Hardinge, Equerry to Her M.jesty, 
whoso death is announced, by the cable, 
was tho Becund son of the late Viscount 
Hardinge, and was born in 182S. He 
joined the army in 1844, soon after proceed 
ing to India to join tho personal staff of the 
Governor- General, taking part in important 
actions in the Pauujab, being present at sev- 
eral important engagements, among them 
the great victory of Sobraon, for which he 
recived special decoratious. On his'return 
to England ho was appointed to the Cold- 
stream Guards and in order to obtain eligi- 
bility for stuff appointment passed through 
tho senior department of Sandhurst with 
high honors. He took part in all the prin- 
cipal scenes of the Crimean war, including 
the Alma and the buttle of Iukerman, riding 
also in the storied cavalry charge at Bala- 
clava. Ho obtained numerous Turkish 
medals, and in 1859 was selected by the 
Prince Consort to join the Royal Household 
as Equfirry, being made on the death of 
the Prince Equerry to Her Majesty. 
On his further promotion to Mojor-General 
his services in India in command of a divi- 
sion wero willingly accepted. He com- 
manded first the Allahabad and then the 
Meerut Division for five years, but suffered 
the mortification of having to return to 
England on tho expiry of his command just 
at the outbreak of the war with Afganistan, 
not, however, without having accompanied 
unofficially and in a private capacity the 
force into the Khyber. In India General 
Hardinge proved himself an active com- 
mander, aod tho interest with which ho 
worked up the questions of infantry attack, 
and the attention he gave to musketry, on 
which subjects he gave lectures at tho 
United Service Institute on bis return, 
have found excellent fruits in the proficiency 
which has been shown in a marked manner 
by tho regiments then under his command 
In Februury, 1 SS 1 , be was appointed Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the Forces in Bombay.

men by what they call "tho Sunday school 
standard," and that if a atatesman perforins 
his public duties well, if he has tho ability 
to lead men and to deriao such measures as 
tho country requires, people should not look 
too closely into his private lifo. If ho is a 
Dr. Jekyll, they contend, in public lifo, it 
does not much mattor whether or not ho is 
a Mr. Hyde in private. What the public 
havo to do with are his public acta uud his 
ablity to do the public good service. 

It is evident that tho majority of tho 
electors of Forest Dean took this view of 
Sir Charles Dilke'a candidature, .Sjme, 
no doubt, believe him to be innocent in apite 
of, not appearances, but evidence, aud others 
hold that it did not matter whether he 
wus guilty or not, provided ho could 
do the nation and the coustitueucy good 
service. 

It seems to us that though it would not 
bo either safe or wise to chooao public men 
solely on account of their amiability and tho 
purity of their lives, it would bo most unsafe 
aud altogether unwise to pay no regard to 
tho way in which they perform their duties 
as privato citizens. To judge public men 
solely by the puritanical standard would bo 
to offer a premium upon insincerity and 



mind that he obtainedfroniNewfoundlaudan 
occlusive right for 50 years to land tclo- 
i{raph cables between Europe aud America 
on that Island. In tho same year ho or 
ganized tho London Telrgniph Company, 
having for his associates Peter Cooper, Mar- 
shal O. Roberta, Moses Taylor, uud other 
capitalists of Europe and America.

Tho suspense, tho 
anxiety, tho excitement, the dia 
appointments uud tho discouragements 
of tho years of strugglo told 
on Mr. Field's constitution. His nervous 
system waa shattered and his health under-

.4 MARKED CONTRAST. 

Tho vigorous health preservation policy 
inaugurated at the meeting of medical n en 
convenod by the Premier, at his office, on 
Saturday, tho 9th inst., has already pro- 
duced the moat oncouruging results. At 
that time health matters wore in a moat do- 
plorablo condition. Victoria was without a 
smallpox hospital nearer than Albert Head, 
and the cflorts of the civic authorities to 
seciiro a site for one in or near tho city, 
were foiled in every direction. Tho isola- 
tion of patients was most defective, and 
thoro was no geueral system of vaccination. 
The consequence was that the cases of small- 
pox were increasing at a rate that waa most 
alarming, and that roused the fears, not 
only of the citizens of Victoria, but of the 
inhabitants of every other town in the 
Province. 

The necessity of an immediate and a 
thorough reform was apparent to every one. 
The first practical step in the reform was 
taken at the moetiug of tho directors of tho 
Jubilee Hospital, called by Mr. Joshua 
Divie3, whon it was determined to estab- 
lish a quarantine station on the Jubilee 
Hospital grounds, and to institute the other 
reforms that were needed. 

The appointment of Dr. Davie as Provin- 
cial Health Officer was another long and a 
very important step in tho direction of prac- 
tical health reform. Au able, determined, 
energetic physician, who could not and 
■would not see difficulties in the way of 
stamping out the smallpox, but who would 
go straight on, regurdlcsa of all impedi- 
ments and obstructions, wus just the man 
that -,753 required for the crisis; and Dr. 
Davie has proved himself to be exactly that 
kind of man. 

What has been the consequence of the in- 
fusion of intelligence, energy, courage and 
business ability, into tho administration of 
the health affairs of the city ? A smallpox 
hospital ha3 been built and equipped, and 
every smallpox patient in the city has been 
cither placedin it or transferred to it. Every 
house in which there is, or has been a. small- 
pox patient, has been properly isolated, and 
the isolation ia strictly kept up. So vigilant 
has tho staff of the Health Department be- 
come that it is impossible for a case of small- 
pox to be, for moro than a few hours, in the 
city, undiscovered. The number of the 
Hoalth Officer's staff has also been consider- 
ably increased. 

Tho effect of the change ia seen in the de- 
creased number of smallpox cases. There 
waa but one, yesterday, and none to-day. 
If the improvement goes onfor another week 
or two, in anything like tho same ratio as it 
has gone on in the week that ia past, the 
smallpox will have been so nearly stamped 
out that all cause for anxiety will have dis- 
appeared. Kveryono must see that a won- 
derful week's work has been done.

DILKE ELECTED. 



The election of Sir Charles Dilke for 
the Forest of Dean by nearly 2,500 
majority will shock and disgust many 
worthy people. They believe that a man 
who has been couvioted of gross immorality 
should not bo allowed to represent a British 
constituency. They are fully convinced of 
Sir Charles Dilko's guilt, and they believe 
that his attempts to lead tho public to bo- 
liovo that ho is innocent go as far to dis- 
qualify him for sitting in Parliament as tho 
original offence. These good people have 
done what they could to persuado tho elec- 
tors of tho Forest of Dean to reject Sir. 
Charles Dilke, but their efforts havo, as the 
election returns of yc3torday showed, been 
in vain. They have, however, succeeded in 
raising a strong feeling in tho country 
.agiinst his boiug allowed to sit in Parlia- 
ment, which will no doubt produce some 
practical results before very long.

MISCIIIE VO US IX A CCURA CT. 

An exaggerated and inaccurate report of 
the removal of a smallpox patient, Daniel 
McKay, appeared in yesterday's Times. It 
is asstrted that tho removal was made con- 
trary to the positive orders of Dr. 
Cronipton. Dr. Wade, who superintended 
the removal, says that he received no com- 
munication from Dr. Cromptou, and that 
Dr. Crompton's name was not once men- 
tioned to him by those who were iu attend- 
anco on the sick man. 

The Times' account says that "when the 
provincial authorities weut round to the 
house they found tho door locked." This, 
Dr. Wade and Superintendent Iluaaey say, 
is a false statement. Dr. Wade knocked 
at the door, aud it was immediately opened, 
and he wus admitted without the slightest 
apparent reluctance on tho part of the in- 
mates of the house. The key wus not 
turned when the door was opened for him. 
All that tho person in attendanco asked 
wus that the patient bo allowed to remain 
until next morning. This is tho requett 
thu t is nearly always made. It" it waa com- 
plied with, there would be few or no re- 
movals. 

The door was not locked until Dr. Wade 
had left the place and the officers wanted 
to enter the house. It was then that the 
Superintendent said that forco would have 
to be used if there was resistance ; but, in 
fact, there was no force used, and the man 
inside the house broke the single pane of 
glass that waa broken. 

The oilicer8 who were engaged in the 
work of removing patients were Super- 
intendent Hussey, Chief Sheppard and 
Sergeant Lavin. They are not tho 
men to treat a sick man roughly, as the 
Times suggests in its editorial article. 
Neither would they permit him to bo UEed 
roug lily by any of their men. As a matter 
of fact, tho patient waa not roughly 
handled. The health authorities were en- 
gaged in an unpleasant, sad difficult, but 
necessary duty. As thp'jfimes admits, it is 
best to have all the patients in tho hospital. 
They must be removed by some one, and it 
is most unfair and " cruel to uccuso thoso 
who are entrusted with tho duty of undue 
harshness. They were not unduly harsh in 
this case, and wo do not believe that they 
would be so in any other. It was most un- 
fortunate that the young man died as soon 
as he reached the hospital, but who has any 
assurance that he would havo lived any 
longer if he hud remained in hia bed ? 

CYRUS W. FIELD. 

Cyi us W. Field was one of the world's 
benefactors, He had faith in ocean telegra- 
phy at atinio when it was regarded by the 
great bulk of thoso who had heard of it as 
visionary and utterly impracticable. He 
proved h is faith by his works. Ho put tho 
money he had earned by many years of 
hard work, into a scheme for laying a 
telegraph cablo at the bottom of tho Atlan- 
tic. Failure followed failure, and to muny 
the millions sunk in tho project appeared 
to bo as completely lost as if they had been 
literally thrown into tho ocean. Yotthefaith 
of (Jyrus Field did not fail. Tliirteon years 
were spent in experimenting and in making 
attempts that proved futilo oefore the 
Atlantic cable becumo a success, and Mr 
Field obtained tho reward, both in money 
an d in fume, that ho had so well earned. 

From 18511 to 1S13G Cyrus Field's thoughts 
and energies wero directed to the 
project of laying a cablo across 
the Atluntic Ocean. In that year 
the undertaking was so far advanced in his 



act as a cure. He never completely re- 
covered cither bis mental or hia bodily 
health. Tho rewards of success wero great, 
both in famo and money. Ho recovered 
many times over tho money ho had suuk in 
his endeavors to make ocean telegraphy a 
success. Medals and honors were heaped 
upon him, and the thanks of Congress were 
tendered him. But, vanity of vanitiea 1 
Mr. Field having seen tho realization of his 
wishes, and having attained the summit of 
his ambition, was not a happy man. He 
lost money in great enterprises in which ho 
took a leading part, and the evening of his 
days was embittered by tho wrong-doing of 
his son. His daughter, too, became insane. 
So this great man, who had done so much 
for the world and who was honored where- 
over his name was known, passed his last 
days miserably. Ho was, no doubt, glad to 
go and to bo at rest. 



LA WLESSNESS. 



The disturbance at Cuuir d'Aleno, Idaho, 
is, in ita leading features, very much like 
tho troublo in Homestead, Pennsylvania. 
In both tho workmen had a dispute with 
their employera, in both the workmen took 
upon themselves to redress their own 
wrongs by an appeal to arms, nnd in both 
wore lives lost iu tho contest. At Ctuur 
d'Alene tho employera did not biro Pinker- 
ton's mercenaries to coerco the workmen. 
They simply employed non-union men to 
ttko tho placo of the strikers. This the 
union men resented, and attacked tho non- 
uniouista. The Frisco mino and the Gem 
mine, in which tho non-unioniata were at 
work, were attacked by a force of unioniata 
at about six o'clock in tho morning. Tho 
battle lasted several hours, and it re- 
sembled actual warfare, in that men were 
killed, wounded and taken prisoners and 
valuable property was destroyed. The num- 
ber of prisoners captured was 100 and the 
property destroyed wero mills, which were 
blowu up by dynamite 

At Cceur d'Alene, as at Homestead, the 
municipal, State and Federal authoritiea 
were perfectly passive during the struggle. 
Tne men wero allowed to fight the battle 
out without tho interference of lawfully 
constituted authority. Tho Governor of 
Idaho seemed perfectly helpless in the 
presence of tho disorder and danger to 
society, 

When the miacliiof was done, in both 
Homestead and Cccur d'Alene, rhn troops 
were called out. It is, perhaps, too aoou to 
say that order haa been restored, but tho 
locked-out men, although their numbers are 
considerable in both places, and they do not 
wunt for arms, have shown no disposition to 
resist tho troops. This shows that if tho 
Government hud acted with firmness und 
promptitude at the right timo, and inter- 
posed its authority in a way to command 
respect, thcro would hove been no disorder 
and no bloodshed. 

it would havo been both wiso and 
merciful to have done this. Labor dis- 
putes can never be settled by riot aud dis- 
order. Tho only effect of suoh distur- 
bances us havo taken place in Pennsylvania 
aud Idaho will be to embitter both parties 
ami to mako settlement more difficult. In 
a prolonged struggle, as waa seen by tho 
Durham strike, the workmen are sure to be 
the greater sufferers. In the United States, 
for reasons that aro plain to every one, the 
authorities aro slow to act, but it can easily 
be seen that the ' torpor or timidity of tho 
authorities has roused a spirit iu the 
law abiding part of tho peoplo which 
the Governments cannot afford either 
to disregard or ignore. It is in obedience 
to tho call of public opinion that the 
authorities in tho two States havo inter- 
fered to keep tho poaco and to protect pro- 
perty, and it is moro than likely that tho 
same public opinion will demand the 
punishment of tho public servants who per- 
mitted tho laws to be successfully resisted.

SHIPS OF THE ANCIENTS. 

They Worn Occasion illy us Large as Some 
ol Our Own, Hut Unmullllgeuble, 

Largo ships won; not unknown to 
tho ancients, and some of the most 
roomy attained dimensions equal to 
.ships of modern times. Nevertheless, 
they were unmanageable monstrosities, 
almost at the mercy of wind and wave, 
and utterly unlit to cope with the fury 
of a hurricane Doubtless, syys Cham- 
ber's Journal, we are indebted to trav- 
eler's tales for the detailed descriptions 
that survive the lapse of ages. Con- 
stantius conveyed from Ileliopolis to 
Borne an obelisk weighing fifteen hun- 
dred tons, and, in addition to this long- 
coveted monolith, the ship carried 
about twelve hundred tons of pulse 
stowed about tho small end of thco.be- 
lisk, in order to bring the ship on an 
even keel. 

In 208 B. 0. Archimedes devised a 
marvelous ship for Micro* of Syracuse. 
Her three lofty masts bad been brought 
from Britain, whereas our ship's mast 
are of iron, or obtained from New 
Zealand or from Vancouvers island. 
Luxuriously-fit toil sleeping apartments 
abounded, and one of her banqueting* 
halls was paved with agate and costly- 
Sicilian stone. Other floors were cun- 
ningly inlaid with scenes from the Iliad. 

Stables for many horses, ponds 
stocked with live fish, gardens watered 
by artificial rivulets, and hot baths 
were provided for use or amusement. 
Ptolemy Philopator possessed a nup- 
tial yacht, the Thalamegon, three hun- 
dred and twelve feet long' and forty-five 
feet deep. A graceful gallery, sup- 
ported by curiously carved columns, 
ran round the vessel, and within were 
temples of Venus and Bacchus, lief- 
masts were one hundred feet high, her 
sails and cordage of royal purple hue.

Thero is 
onBiderabla excitement at Iquiqu relative 
to the speeches of Edwar.in Matto and 
Minister Molver, upon the legulations of 
tho nitrate combine.

Yale receives a severe setback in track 
athletics in the loss of Etlwurd Warner 
Allen, her famous runner, who will not re 
turn to college next year. He was counted 
upon as a sure winner in the 100,220 and 
410 yards dashes next year. Allen, who 's 
only eighteen now, did his first running in 
1889. lie was then only fifteen years old, 
and a student in Berkeley school, New 
York. He entered the interscholastic half 
mile race, ran second to G. It. Fearing of 
Harvard, and reduced the record seven 
seconds. In 1800 Allen won the 100, 220and 
410 yards dashes in tho interscholastic 
games. In the 220 his time was 22 4-5 sec 
onds, which broke tho record by 1 1-5 sec- 
onds and still stands unequaled.

Last year he won the same events in the 
interscholastic games. His most remark- 
able performance occurred in this same 
year, when he ran 200 yards on Berkeley 
Oval, New York, in 20 seconds, which 
equals the world's record. He was paced 
in this run by Wendell Baker, who holds 
tho world's record. This year he ran 
second to Swaync. of Yale, in the inter 
collegiate games in the 100 and 220 yards 
runs, and was only about one foot behind 
him. They have practically been doing 
the same time. Allen has also done good 
work at hurdling and as a broad and high 
jumper. He has a well developed fii"i -e 
and stands 5 ft. 10 in. in height. When 
he left Berkeley school be was presented 
with a handsome silverservice by admiring 
athletic friends. In addition he has won 
nearly fifty medals and four gold watches. 



A bicyclist who is doing excellent work 
this season is George C. Smith of the 
Riverside wheelmen, .New York city. Ho 
has been racing 
only a year, but ho 
already stands 
high on tin; list of 
fast American rid- 
ers. This year ho 
has defeated some 
of the best men 
riding today, in- 
cluding W. F. and 
C. M, Murphy, A. 
B. Rich and W. 
W. Taxis. In the 
recent remarkable 
relay bicycle race 
from New York 
to Boston, when OEOHQE c. SMITH, 
tho wheelmen covered 2(19 miles in less 
than fifteen hours, Smith was chosen as 
the rider to start the relay message on its 
journey to Boston. Smith has already 
won a large number of important races, and 
it is believed that he will have a larger list 
of triumphs when the season has closed.

CHEAPER TO GO ABROAD THAN TO 
THE SEASHORE. 



Mrs. Frank Losllo Gives Some Illntn to 
Travelers— II dm- to Spend u Thousand 
Dollars to Best Advantage — A Great 
Deal May l!o Enjoyed for That Sum. 

' (Copyright, 1892, by American Press Associa- 
tion.! 
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WAS ii good deal amused 
■ the other day by tho re- 
marks of a dear honest 
fellow, a friend of mino, 
just returned from one of 
those hop-skip-arid-jump excursions to 
"the other side," now so commonly sub- 
stituted for tho old summer vacation 
at somo watering place, where one sim- 
ply repeats in a very inconvenient and 
tiresome style the laborious pleasures of 
tho winter in a great city. 

And just by way of parenthesis, let 
mo commend tho new fashion to all my 
compatriots who have not yet tried it 
and who have tho means to do so. 

I suppose no individual can spend a 
season at Long Branch, Newport, Sara- 
toga and tho Whito mountains for less 
than a thousand dollars, and of course 
there are opportunities for spending con- 
siderably moro if ono is so inclined and 
has it to spend. I do not address the 
larger class who, as 1 am informed, 
manage to incur charges of a thousand 
dollars or over and get away without 
paying them. If there aro any such 
persons among my readers, I cannot ad- 
vise them to "go across" instead of pat- 
ronizing trustful and aimablo landlords 
at home, for tho simple reason that they 
could not do it. A Cunard ticket is a cash 
article, and tho wandering American 
abroad must pay as he goes, and if ho 
does not disguise his nationality must 
pay about double the prico a French- 
man or German would be charged. 

In fact, tho American abroad or, as 
one might say from tho European land- 
lord standpoint, tho American innocents 
abroad havo almost supplanted tho Eng- 
lishman, who used to be tho type of 
■wealthy folly and ignorance of the value 
of .money. To bo sure, a great many 
Europeans of the landlord class confuse 
the two nationalities and call all Eng- 
lish speaking people "Milor Anglais," 
without heeding tho exact meridian 
whence they spring. Tho golden gooso 
is as valuable if it come acros3 the high 
seas or only across tho narrow seas, and 
is as sure to scatter its golden eggs with 
•careless profusion in the ono case as the 
other. But like tho goose, my own 
proper gooso quill is wandering from its 
subject, and that subject is tho recom- 
mending you, my dear reader, to spend 
your next spare thousand dollars in get- 
ting at least a cursory view of tho older 
countries, which of course, we all agree, 
are not half so good as ours, but still 
have merits of their own worth a few 
weeks' study at least. 
; If you intend to travel cn prince, ride 
in first class carriages, stay at first class, 
or rather at fashionable, hotels, buy 
overything you see, move about from 
place to place like tho restless and ener- 
getic American you are, tho thousand 
dollars won't last many weeks, and you 
will do well to put aside a hundred dol- 
lars with your return ticket so that when 
your last bill at Meurice"s is rendered, 
and your hair stiffens in horror upon 
your head, and your careful French 
completely fails to convey your sense of 
indignation and astonishment, you may 
still have the nieans of getting home, a 
sadder but a much vriscr man than 
when you left it. 

| If, however, you havo tho wisdom to 
accept the experience of those who be- 
fore you havo "done tho grand tour," 
'as it used to be called, and have them- 
' selves been done charmingly brown by 
! the money gainers of foreign lands, if 
'you will read, mark and inwardly digest 
the warnings and the advice so plenti- 
fully printed in books, and now onco 
moro proffered for your consideration, 
you may make your thousand dollars 
spread over many months, and perhaps 
a year, including of course the passages 
across the Atlantic. 

f In fact, I know a gentleman who, 
[wishing to pursue certain studies in tho 
cathedral cities of England, went there, 
staid a year, and returned, all upon 
$!j00; but it is not everybody who could 
| or who would care to do as much as 
i this, but I mention it to show what may 
bo done by a man devoted to his art and 
careless of his bodily comfort. But 
upon tho basis of $1,000 a great deal 
may bo seen and done and enjoyed. 
| In tho hrst place, the second saloon on 
a largo ocean steamer is perfectly com- 
fortable and respectable, and I have 
kn^wn many persons of larger brains 
than purses who have taken their tick- 
ets "intermediate" and survived to tell 
the tale with great satisfaction, notably 
a clergyman of my acquaintance whom 
royalty has been pleased to honor when 
onco ho had arrived in England, and 
who is always recommending his friends 
lo go and do likewise. Then, having 
reached England, Franco or Germany, 
according to which lino you select — 
and hero I will mention that the 
German is tho cheapest, tho Frcnidi 
most amusing and tho English tho 
most luxurious— your first business is to 
find lodgings and get yourself out of tho 
hotel whither you at first naturally 
make your way, unless, indeed, you have 
been provident enough to ask somo 
friend of experionco to recommend you 
to a good lodging, and to make a bar- 
gain for your time there. Then find 
out what is to bo seen and discover how 
much of it is within walking distance. 
Don't employ valets clc jilacc or cicerone* 
if you want to savo both your money 
and your temper, but employ your Eng- 
lish tonguo (if you aro in England) and 
your American wits, which aro at least 
as keen as those of any other nation- 
ality. 

| If yon uso carriages find out tho proper 
and legal charge and havo it clearly 



understood before you start. Don't be 
niggardly in giving "tips" hero and 
thero, for the custom abroad is so tiui- 
versal that you only lay yourself open 
to insult and neglect by ignoring it, but 
it is not necessary to bo lavish in this 
matter. A shilling — that is to say a 
quarter of a dollar in our money — satis- 
fies a large proportion of the horso 
leeches who cry "Give! give!" at every 
turn, 

Then in tho matter of clothes; plain, 
unobstrusive, neat garments aro really 
moro refined and in better tasto for a 
traveler than anything costly or showy. 
You will And duchesses, not to say 
princesses, at certain times and places 
luxuriating in homespun and soft wool 
fabrics, with all their velvets and laces 
left in charge of tho maid, who for her 
part would scorn appearing in anything 
less than silk. 

Remember always in traveling that, 
although tho world is small in one way, 
in another it is pretty big, and that al- 
though in your own town or your own 
circle you aro a very big fish, and much 
regarded and commented' upon by the 
smaller fry around you, that when you 
move out of your native puddlo into the 
next one you find other fish quite as big 
as yourself and other fry quito too ab- 
sorbed in watching their own magnates 
to havo much time fur contemplating 
you. Thero is no such elliciont lesson 
in humility as to travel economically in 
countries foreign to your own. Even 
though you write your namo in full 
upon every hotel register and in every 
gallery, museum and hospico where you 
aro allowed to do so, you will seldom 
find that anybody will turn to look after 
you as you move away. 

The czar, tho emperor, tho queens 
dowager and regnant, tho sultan and 
Tom Thumb aro sure to havo a follow- 
ing of gaping admirers, and must, poor 
things, find it a great boro never to bo 
able to gape or sneeze without seeing it 
in print next day; but tho rest of us, es- 
pecially wo untitled Americans, need 
not trouble too much about preserving 
our incognito, for as a general tiling it 
preserves itself, and we may make our 
little economies and pursue our own lit- 
tle way, quite sure that we shall, "tho 
world forgetting," bo "by tho world for- 
got." 

Another point in tho wiso expendi- 
ture of this thousand dollars is to seo a 
few places thoroughly, and not try to 
visit every point of interest in Europe. It 
is traveling and hotel charges that eat up 
ono's funds on such excursions. If you 
make straight for London, put yourself 
at once inti» lodgings at tho West End, 
and make good use of your own feet, of 
"buses" and cabs at fixed rates, and 
you can spend a month or so with great 
profit and pleasure, and at a compara- 
tively small outlay. 

You can't go to tho races, nor to 
Greenwich for whitebait dinners, nor 
havo boxes at the opera, nor flowers 
from Covent Garden, nor can you en- 
joy tho varied and profuse table Amer- 
icans think necessary; in fact, you must 
economize all tho time, and if you will 
do so you will find that thero are a great 
many things to bo had in London that 
you cannot havo at home, and it is bet- 
ter to savo money at tho one point that 
you may spend it at another. 

On this head of domestic economy 
abroad, let mo remind you that no- 
where abroad, especially in England, 
may you havo fruit, vegetables and 
flowers as profusely and cheaply as in 
America. I remember a friend who, 
intending to make a little money go a 
long way, lived in lodgings in London, 
ordering her food day by day from the 
landlady, who buys and prepares it, 
bringing in a weekly account of her ex- 
penditure. Thinking to bo very eco- 
nomical, my friend ordered lightly of 
meats and mado it up on vegetables 
and fruit. At the end of tho month 
sho was presented with a bill whoso 
amount would havo kept her at a first 
class New York hotel for tho samo 
length of time, and on examination 
found that for twenty days sho had paid 
twenty dollars in the item of green peas 
alone. 

In Paris tho cheap way to live is to 
find two or three friends with whom 
you may take a little furnished apart- 
ment and a bonne, who will make your 
purchases of food, fuel, etc., charging a 
moderate percentage, and not, as a gen- 
eral thing, cheating you moro than is 
customary and tolerable. This is a very 
pleasant and a very economical way to 
livo if only you can find tho two or three 
friends, and do not expect to bo very 
comfortable in the way of warmth, for 
fuel is a great luxury in Paris. 

You may livo after this fashion still 
moro economically in the German cities, 
notably Munich, which is sometimes 
spoken of as the most economical city in 
Europe, and thero aro certainly many 
things in Munich worth considering. 
For myself 1 don't like Germany nor 
German cities, being essentially Latin 
in my tastes, antecedents and associates, 
but you, on the other hand, may bo a 
Saxon, and find in tho Vater-Land every- 
thing your heart can desire. 

Speaking of Germany reminds mo 
that 1 began by speaking of tho ingenu- 
ous youth who was giving mean account 
of his travels, and the thing that amused 
mo most was his description of tho table 
d'hoto dinner, at which ho for somo 
days "assisted" in a German town whose 
name I havo forgotten, and where he 
was very much impressed with tho fact 
that everybody, even vary ordinary 
guests indeed, bowed politely to the com- 
pany upon seating themselves, mado con- 
versation with their neighbors as occa- 
sion suggested, offered little tablo cour- 
tesies to each other as if they wero at 
homo, and finally, on rising, uttered tho 
gracious German valedictory of "Maha- 
zeitl" that is to say, "Good luck with 
your digestion, friends!" 

"The idea of wishing a lot of strangers 
anything at all!" exclaimed this most 
amusing young fellow. "And above all 
to concern themselves lest that villain- 
ous cabbago soup and greasy sausago 
should disagree with mo, as of course 
they wero safe to do, and did. Still it 
was very friendly of those fellows to say 
it, and of course I didn't want they 
should think we Americans didn't know 
manners and couldn't boas pretty be- 



haved as a German, so after tho first 
dinner I took to bowing and Mnhazeit- 
ing as well as tho next man. Don't you 
think it was tho right thing to do?" 

Certainly I thought it the right thing 
to do and told him so, and also took oc- 
casion to ah a favorito theory of my 
own that Americans ought always and 
everywhere and with everybody to be 
as well mannered as anybody else under 
tho sun. Wo as a nation aro made up 
from every people and every race, and 
there is no reason that wo should not as- 
similate and practice not only those 
sturdy and ponderous virtues of the 
English, upon which wo aro so apt to 
plume ourselves, but tho more gracious 
and graceful qualities of tho Latin races. 
I Whether tho Frenchman, or tho Span-

VERY SATISFACTORY. 



All the Smallpox Patients Removed 
From tho City and No New 
Cases Reported, 



Some Valuable Snfjerestions Made by 
Dr. Davie— Number of Cases 
Over the Border. 

No new cnse3 of smallpox yesterday, and 
all the patients receiving the best possible 
attention in the hospitals is the very satis- 
factory report of how the smallpox stands 
at present. 

It is hoped, however, that tho public will 
not relax the precautious from a sense of 
security which may now bo moro fancied 
than real, for as pointed out in Dr. Davies 
report, thero may be another outbreak in a 
week or ten days. If such an outbreak 
does occur, however, it will be the last. In 
tho meantime everyone should get vaccin- 
ated. Thero aro few points available, but 
there is plenty of pure lymph in the hands 
of the public vaccinators who guarantee its 
effectiveness. 

THE OFFH I II, REPOBT. 

The following report has been issued by 
Dr. Davie : 

PROVINCIAL HEALTH OFFICE, 

Midnight, July 15, 1892.) 

Nanaimo : >io cases in city or district. 

New Westminster : Four cases in city 
and two in district. 

Vancouver : Six cases. 

I received tho following telegram to-day 
from the health officer at Vancouver : 

Victorians not allowed to land hero : aro of- 
footing a binding at H Btinesand Port Moody 
This id too bad. t an you make arrange me, its 
to prevent this or eimowor mo to do so f 

I telegraphed the following reply : 

If you carry out the regulations for smallpox 
issued by tho Provincial Government, you 
havo all tho piwer necessary to protect your 
city. Vancouver will gam nothing by setting 
the law of tho land at dt.fl inco. 

Victoi ia : There are 5(3 casea, as follows : 
Albert Head Quarantine Station, 1 3 ; Jubilee 
Hospital Quarantine Station, 43 ; at Vic- 
toria proper, none. No new cases reported 
There was one death at the Jubilee Quaran- 
tine Station, a man named Brown. 

Mayor Beavtn has at last furnished the 
city with a building for "su-pects," etc. In 
the lettor 1 wrote to him in the early part 
of lust week, which letter seems to 
have given him offence where none was in- 
tended (and I shall be obliged to him if he 
will cause it to be published in the news- 
papers), I suggested that tho Ross Bay 
municipal buildings bo set asido for this 
purpose; he to-di.y has ucted on this fug- 
gestion, and the municipal health officer, 
Dr. Milne, will at ouco have the "suspects," 
etc., removed to Ross Bay, and a strict 
guard placed over them. 

I uni glad to b» able to report that there 
is no ease of smallpox in Victoria city proper 
tO-nipht, so far as known to tho aut tionlies, 
and as any and every casois reported, the pa- 
tient will bo immediately removed to the 
Jubilee Hospital Quarantine Station. That 
other cases will arise is about as good as 
a certainty. In all probability a crop of 
cases will appear within tho next 10 or 12 
days, which have been infected from the 
patients now iu quarantine. Their number 
would be legion were it not that tho maj r- 
ity of tho people aro protected by vaccina- 
tion. Two weeks hence, if tho regulations 
respecting smallpox issued by the Provincial 
Government are rigidly adhered to, no 
more cases should occur in tho city of Vic 
toria. I would urge on Dr. Milne, the Mu- 
nicipal health ollicer, and the gentlemen 
assisting him, also upon appointees of the 
Provincial Government, to unite in carrying 
out thoso regulations literally. I feel sure 
eich and every one will conscientiously do 
his duty.

BErflXIt CLOSED DOORS. 

It is understood that tho city hoalth was 
tho subject debated at a special mooting of 
tho Aldermanic Hoard held yesterday after- 
noon. Tho meeting was called for 4 o'clock, 
and at that hour reporters of the Colonist 
and News mude their way to Committeo 
room No. 1, from which the music of tho 
City Clerk's voico was escaping. 

As tho press niou entered. His Worship 
tho Mayor held up a " paper writing " from 
which he was reading, and explained: 

"I was just about to put this motion, that 
this meeting he private— we uro going to 
discuss certain matters in connection with 
the Hoard of Health." 

The representatives of tho press and pub- 
lic decided to wait and seo how the resolu- 
tion fared, being encouraged by Aid. Baker's 
remark: 

"I don't sec that wo havo anything to 
kee p private. 

"There might be something come up that 
it would not bo politic to make public," 
suggested Aid. Lovell. 

Aid. Bragg said nothing, and Aid. Mc- 
Killican, as though the question had been 
raised, remarked : 

"We certainly have a right to make the 
meeting private if wo wish." 

The Mayor assented, and the resolution 
was declared duly carried, Aid. McKilli- 
can and Loved alone voting for it. 

Aid. Baker repeated his opinion, that 
there was no cause for the 
exclusion of tho public, and Aid. 
Bragg did "ok vote, and was not asked to, 
before tho doors wero carefully closed by 
order of the Mayor. 

The bare quorum attended. 

OVER TUB LIXK. 

Mr. P. Hickey, who has just come from 
San Francisco by tho steamer City of 
Puebla, reports an interesting item of news 
regarding the Sound cities. 

"Mr. Van Bokkelin, the customs house 
official," says Mr. Hickey, "who conies over 
each trip for the 'purpose of seeing the regu- 
lations carried out, stated in a conversation 
with mo that thero are now in Whatcom 
twelve known cases of smallpox, and several 
in the cities of Tacoma and Seattle. The 
truo state of affiirs is, of course, being 
hushed up, but this disclosure only serves 
to mako more glaring tho recent outcry of 
those cities against Victoria. 

"In San Francisco tho most appalling ex- 
aggerations are being circulated regarding 
the state of alfairs In Victoria. Tho report 
is that there are KiO cases in tho city and 
now ones coming to light every few hours. 
Goodall, Perkins k Co. Btopped selling 
tickets tn Victoria, on July 11. They will 
carry passengers to any of the lower Sound 
ports, and do their best to land them hero 
afterwards, but refuse to contract to touch 
hero. Tho Sound papers are doing all in 
their power' to lend an air of truth to the 
rumors instead of endeavoring to state the 
facts, and thero is no doubt their efforts 
will result in serious injury to our local 
business." 

CAFT.II!) JOHN IRV1KO TALKS. 

Captain John Irving, commodore and 
manager of the C.P.N, fleet, naturally feels 
very keenly tho malicious actions of the 
Vancouverites during the pist few days. 

"It's just ihe Vancouverites," he said, in 
talking over tho matter yesterday, "the 
C P. R. have no connection and no sympa- 
thy with them. The ruilway company are 
handling all the business offering, both for 
and from Victoria, and the whole trouble 
arises with the civic authorities. They are 
advised by Mr. Hammerphy — and he is the 
president of tho Union Steamship Company. 
Thero can be no doubt whatever in the 
minds of all disinterested p irties that ex- 
traordinary pressure has been brought to 
boar on the Council of Vancouver to induce 
them to take tho extraordinary action they 
have taken, and their example has no doubt 
been followed by the other Provincial and 
Sound cities. It is a well-known fact that 
smallpox has been prevalent in Vancouver, 
ever sinco the Empress of Japan urnved, 
and while Victoria did not discriminate 
againBt them they now want to make all 
poHsiblo capital out of the 1, HI ict ion of Vic 
toria. The Vancouverites are a queer

Passengers 
and baggage off the Comox from Nanaimo 
were examined by Health Ollicer Herald 
before the passengers were allowed to land.

Westminster, July 16 —(Special, ) — 

Frank Moreland, the only smallpox patient 
in the quarantine hospital here, was released 
to-day, completely cured. 

IN KIIOKT PARAGRAPHS. 

As anticipated, tho free library has been 
closed for the present. 

Thero will bu no meeting to-day in the 
hall of the Young Men's Christian Associa- 
tion. 

Persons vaccinated for tho first timo arc 
reminded that they must report to their 
doctors on the eighth day after the opera, 
tion. 

Another Mainltnd lio has been nailed 
Tho story that dozens of Victoria, families, 
aro seeking safety at Fruser river ports ia 
met by tho statement of the steamboat peo- 
ple that they haven't taken one Victoria 
family to t he Fruser in the past three weeks. 

M ivor Beaven yesterday telegraphed to 
the Mayors of San Fruncibco, Seuttlo, Port 
Townsend and Vancouver that thero was 
not. a single >'uso of smallpox known to exist 
within the city limits, all having been re- 
moved to quarantine, and that thero had 
been no new cases within IIG hours. 

An error was mado in yesterday's isiue 
when, in tho report of tho provincial health 
officer, speaking of Nanaimo, tho word 
"new" was introduced, whicn would infer 
that there had been some cases there, while, 
118 a matter oi fact, there had been no oases 
in city or district. 

The rumor that the steamer Batavia, of 
the N. P. R., would not call bore owing to 
the smallpox scare, provod, like many others, 
entirely groundless.

O. r. Caylor Discusses the Flans Pro- 
posed for tho Improvement of tho Sit- 
uation— Th<> Strong, Steady Pull of tho 
Boston Team— Clnolnnntls Loom Pp. 

During the eighth inning of n recent New 
York-Brooklyn game at the I'olo grounds, 
when the former team were driving the 
steel barbs of defeat into Captain Ward's 
Bridegrooms, an earnest "rooter" for the 
B rook ly ns made this remark In my hear- 
ing: 

"That is what I call disgusting, Just 
ns tho PhiUldelphillS have the Bostons 
beaten, those bum Giants come along and 
take a game from the Brooklyns, Now 
this game can do t hem no earthly good in 
the race, and it may mean the loss of tho 
championship to the Brooklyns, 1 can't 
understand it." 

Ilei-e \vns a man living in a city where 
baseball has been played in nil its honesty 
for hal f a score of years Indulging in that 
kind of talk. He should have known by 
experience that it is just such instances .as 
loomed up in that Xew York-Brooklyn 
game which furnished insurmountable 
proofs that the national game is absolutely 
honest and "square." 

The Bostons on (hat day were beaten be- 
fore the Xew Yorks began their victorious 
assault upon the Brooklyns. A victory to 
the latter then would have been of almost 
inestimable worth, and as an aid to the 
Xew Yorks in t heir race standing it was 
hardly a factor. Yet they played just as 
earnestly to win as though tho game was 
to decide whether tiiey should be cham- 
pions. 

That conference of tho League baseball 
magnates at the Fifth Avenue hotel, in 
Xew York city, was born of trouble all 
over the circuit, Truth compels the con- 
fession that the prosperous condition of 
things which was anticipated after the In- 
dianapolis consolidation hist winter has not 
materialized. Every club but one— the 
Cincinnatis — has a deficit to face on its 
books t'n is season. The magnates there- 
fore met to discuss the causes which led to 
this alarming state and to see if they could 
not agree upon a remedy. . 

It was not hard to locate the cause. 
There are too many "tail coders," and 
"tail ehders," or losing clubs, are always 
weak ia drawing powers bocti at home and 
abroad. This hurts, financially, not only 
themselves, but every one of the strong 
clubs. < 

While the cause was apparent to all, the 
remedy was not a matter of assent. Tho 
best plan of course would be to strengthen 
all the weak teams, but the older and 
stronger clubs were not willing to volun- 
teer material for that work, and as the na- 
tional«igrecment locks up all the newly 
developed talent it is easier to locate the 
weak points in baseball at present than it 
is to provide the remedy. 

The final agreement 'o restrict each club 
to thirteen players at nrst seemed a good 
plan by which lo reach tho end desired. 
But a earful inspection of the club's list of 
players puts a different phase on the situ- 
ation, With the exception of the Bostons, 
not one club litis a surplus over the re- 
stricted number from which astrengthen- 
player can be selected. I therefore 
cannot conceive how any of the weak club- 
call strengthen their teams by this plan 
For of course each club which has more 
than thirteen men on its pay roll will rc- 
tbose whose worth is the least, The 
history of baseball iihows that, charity i> 
the same among magnates that it is the 
world over— it begins at home and end- 
there. 

It is generally acknowledged that the 
twelve club circuit was .a mistake, but, it 
is a mistake which is almost irremediable. 

The receipt" from unattractive giiiiic 
have been so much smaller than was an- 
ticipated that the "kitty" or 1U per cent, of 
the gross receipts of each game which was 
provided for the general fund and applied 
to paying off the League's obligations from 
the buy-outs tit Indianapolis had to be 
raised to I'JJ \ cents. 

It is understood that this same condition 
of "slump" pervades to a degree among 
the clubs of the minor associations. But 
ns they huve.under a salary limit rule, pro 
vided for much smaller expenditures than 
in other years, they can stand the strain 
better than the big League, where clubs 
pay salaries which are oil the average 'JO 
percent. larger than they were in 1880— the 
most prosperous year in the history of llio 
game. 

Tho thirteen limit established at, the 
Fifth Avenue conference proves that tho 
magnates tire not superstitious if the play- 
ers are. That number was agreed to so 
that each team might retain three bat- 
teries or threo pitchers, t»wo catchers and 
a general utility man. 

It now seems probable that the Bostons 
will win the first League championship, 
which comes to an end on the Kith of July. 
Their team is playing a strong, steady 
game, and one hears from all sides the 
Opinion that it is the. strongest team ever 
organized. That belief is not founded on 
fact. It cannot compare in general strength 
with the Boston team of 1875 nor wit h the 
Ch igo team of 197(1. It is strong in 
pitching and fielding, but is not even a 
moderately strong batting team. There 
are not more Mian three men in the collec- 
tion who have ever mustered among the 
.,100 per cent, batters of the country; the 
three are Kelly, Stovey and Duffy. 

Tiio first eastern trip of the western clubs 
of the League has shown the Cincinnatis to 
be the strongest of the six. Comiskey's 
eleven victories out of eighteen games is 
reckoned as a remarkable record for a team 
on the road. If the Bostons had not such 
nlcad the Cincinnatis would bo a danger 
oils foe— for they have a series of eighteen 
games on their own grounds, and they are 
known to be tho strongest homo team in 
the country. 

After their magnificent spurt just before 
their departure, for the east, the Chicagos 
fell back into tho rut of defeat. Anson's 
trouble comes from temporary weakness 
in the pitcher's box. Guiubert and Luby 
have been incapacitated and ITVitchinsou 
was overworked. The hitter's feat of 
pitching three games in two successive 
days is without parallel during late years. 

The Louisvilles are badly crippled and 
worse demoralized, wdiile the St. Louis 
Browns are forced to acknowledge their 
weakness as n team. They need a direct- 
ing hand and a cool headed man to hold 
the players together. Comiskey's worth 
to that city was never appreciated until 
this year, when he is lost to the club. 

The return of pitcher Jimmy Garvin to 
St. Louis, after an absence of ten years, 
may help the club some. The veteran is 
long headed and has tho experience of 
many years in the profession.

His Groat Work in the H

ball pitcher, who by many is counted the 
superior of even the famous Stagg, was 
born in Manchester, Conn., June 27, 1807. 
His success in athletics is duo to quali- 
ties apt to bring success in any line of en- 
deavor — industry, patience, coolness, solid 
judgment and Yankee "gumption." When 
seventeen or eighteen years of ago young 
Bowers was considered one of the poorest 
players in the village in which ho lived. 
Though very fond of the game, ho was 
usually only allowed to keep score.

Suddenly this ugly duckling electrified 
some of bis intimate friends by announc- 
ing that he was going to learn to pitch. 
Then he got Tim Keefe'sbook on pitching 
laid it on the grass at bis feet and for three 
or four hours each day pitched the ball at 
the side of a barn. 

The simplest curves were learned and 
thoroughly understood from the phil 
osophical side, and then more complex 
curves were in turn mastered. In one 
short year the once despised scorer was 
promoted to fill regularly the box for the 
crack baseball team of the town. His 
local reputation grew rapidly, and in 188S 
ho entered tho sophomore class of Yale 
university and presented himself as a 
candidate for baseball distinction. That 
was tho Inst year that Stagg was at col- 
lege, and accordingly Bowers was obliged 
to content himself with tho position of 
a change pitcher. In this season, 1800, Le 
made notable progress in batting and base 
running. 

In lfe'Jl lie came at once to tho front as 
the mainstay of Yale's pitching depart- 
ment, but in consequence of overwork he 
lost a number of important games, among 
them two of the three in the Princeton 
series. Out of the twelve players in the 
team ho ranked fourth and fifth, respec- 
tively, in fielding and batting. 

Last summer Bowers was assistant edi- 
tor of the Brattleboro (Vt.) Reformer, and 
was the principal pitcher of tho Brattle- 
boro nine. 

Luring this season his work has been 
distinguished by singular steadiness and 
iudgment. Ho has remarkable control of 
ins curves, rarely sending more than two 
men to bases on called balls, and one im- 
portant talent that has served him well is 
his remarkable memory. He always re 
members just tho curve that will puzzle 
every batter that has ever faced him.

Tho law was passed because it was declar- 
ed that the wearing of long gowns sirred 
up the dus' in the street to such an ex- 
tent that it tended to spread contagious 
diseases. The European papers are still 
devoting considerable space to tho dis- 
turbance which tho law caused in Bohem- 
ia, and still later the National Hygienic 
society of Hungary petitioned the minis- 
ter of the interior to prohibit tho wearing 
of long skirls on sanitary grounds. This 
official has seriously consulted the nation- 
al sanilaty counselor on the subject, but 
decided to take no steps to prohibit the 
p actico for tho reason that he believed 
tho style would change in a short time. 

From the written evidence fashion, like 
histoiy, sooms to repeat itself. We have 
the testimony of so high an authority a3 
Oliver Wendell Holmes that long skirts 
were considered just as much of a nuis- 
ance thirty-three years ago as they aro 
to-day. When " The Professor at the 
Breakfast Table" was copyrighted in 1850 
the sahio fashion must have been in 
vogue, because tho " Autocrat" bus con- 
siderable to say on the subject. Ho de- 
scribes himself as discussing the question 
at the table in the boarding-house which 
he has made famous with another boarder 
whom he designates tho " Little Gentle- 
man." Tho "Autocrat" begins the con- 
versation in this wise : 

" Our landlady's daughter is a young: 
lady of somo pretensions to gentility. 
She wears her bonnet well back on her 
head, which is known by all to boa mark . 
of high breeding. She wears hor trains 
very long, as the groat ladies do in Eu- 
rope. To be sure, their dresses aro so 
made only to sweep the tapestried floors 
of chateaus and palaces, as those odious 
aristocrats of the other side do not go 
draggling through the mud in silks and 
satins, bur, forsooth, must rido in coaches 
when they are in full dress. It is true 
that, considering various habits of the 
American people, also tho little accidents 
which the best-kept sidewalks aro liable 
to, a lady who has swept a milo of them 
is not exactly in such a condition that 
one would caro to bo her neighbor." 

Then tho " Littlo Gentleman" takes 
up tho thread of tho conversation : 

" Why there isn't a beast or a bird that 
would drag its tail thr- ugh the dirt in the 
way those creatures do their dresses. * 
* * Show over dirt is tho ono attribute 
of vulgar people. If any man walks bo- 
hind ono of these women and sees what 
sho rakes up as sho goes and does not 
feel squeamish he has got a tough stomach. 
I wouldn't let ono of 'em into my room 
without serving 'em as David served Saul 
at the cavo in tho wilderness — cut off his 
skirts, sir ; cut oil' his skirts 1" 

"I suggested that I had seen seme 
pretty stylish ladies who offended in the 
way ho condemned. 

"Stylish women, I don't doubt," said 
tho 'Littlo Gentleman.' 'Don't tell mo 
that a true lady ever sacrifices tha duty 
of keeping all about her sweot and clean 
to tho wish of making a show. I won't 
believe it of a lady. There aro somo 
things that no fashion has a right to 
touch, and cleanliness is ono of those 
things, if a woman wishes to show that 
hor husband or her father has got money 
which she wants and means to spend but 
dousn't know how, let hor buy a yard or 
two of silk and pin it to her dross when 
she goes out to walk, but lot her unpin it 
before bIio goes into tho house ; thore 
may be poor women who think it worth 
disinfecting. It is an insult to a respect- 
able laundress to carry such things into a 
house for her to deal with.' " 

Although this was written so long ago 
tho bonk was revised in 1882, and so tho 
author's views evidently had not. changed 
n> that timo or he would have eliminated 
these passages from tho work.

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ST. QUAD'S SKETCHES. 

All NlL'ht In a PR With a Bengal Tlffor- 
Our Jack. 



[Copyright, 1802 by Lharlcs B. Lewis.] 
When wo of tho menagerie expedition 
reached Myaneo, on the edge of tho great 
fore3t of Chittagong, province of Bengal, 
wo were told that wo had at last struck 
tho tiger's paradise. Tho people of iho 
village, numbering about (iOO souls, had 
heard that we were headed that way and 
that wo would p.«y ten pounds for a full 
grown captive tiger, and tho men had dug 
several pits and sot two or three traps. 
Throe days before our arrival they caught 
a tiger in one of tho traps, but had bad 
luck with him. 

A native tiger trap is a largo cago con- 
structed of bamboo, and about four feet 
wide by ten feet long. At one end is a 
door which slides up and down in grooves. 
Tho bait is placed at tho opposite end, 
and when sei/.ed a trigger is pulled and 
the door falls. Tho tiger was caught 
some time during the night. Next morn- 
ing, when they went out to carry tho cage 
to tho village, tho beast became furious 
at sight of them and finally broke out of 
the cago and killed one man and badly 
wounded another boforo making off. 
They had inspected tho tiger at short 
range, and all had observed that a piece 
had been bitten out of his left ear. Tho 
wound had long ago healed up, but it was 
a goi.d mark to identify him in caoo ho 
was ever seen again. 

We had come into tho province of Ben- 
gal to c.ipture as - many tigers as possible, 
as good animals were scarce among show 
men, and tho Hamburg house had orders 
on its books for a dozen or more. It is 
popularly believed that tho Bengal tiger 
is larger and fiercer and more untamable 
than tho tiger of any other district. 
While this is by no means tho case, a 
zoological garden or a showman will pay 
a higher price for one ol them and adver- 
tise him more extensively. 

Our first care was to construct several 
small, stout cages in which to transport 
our captives, in case we had tho good luck 
to make any, and the next to lay out the 
ground. There were no man eaters 
haunting the neighborhood, and no tiger 
had been seen about tho village. Hunt- 
ing parties had routed them out in the 
ravine and thickets to the west, and now 
' and thou a bullock had been killed by 
them on tho edge of tho cleared laud. 

After a survey of tho country we dug 
several pits and placed several traps, and 
then had nothing to do but wait. Each 
pit and trap was visited tn ico a day by 
men detailod for tho purpose. They 
went in tho morning to see if wo had 
caught anything, and again at midnfter- 
nnon to rcbait and reset in caso a hyena 
or jackal had been made captive. These 
animals wcte a source of great annoyance 
to us by sneaking into tho traps and fall- 
ing into the pits meant for l.rger gamo. 

It was ten days boforo wo niado a 
strike, but tho captive was well worth 
waiting for. ilo had just attained his 
prime and was a real royal beauty. Some 
men when ill luck befalls them rave and 
rage. So do some tigers. Other men 
and other tigers take matters more phil- 
osophically. This fellow was sitting 
down when wo first caught sight of him, 
and it was only when tvo pere within 
thirty fei t of his cage that ho rose and 
saluted us with a kingly growl. Then he 
lay down again, seeming to realize that 
his caso was helpless and yet determined 
to preserve his dignity, and wo had no 
trouble whatever in removing him to one 
of tho transportation cages. He was so 
quiet and docile that some offtho natives 
•declared ho must have been a captive bo- 
fore. That was not possible, however. 
He had just eaten a hearty breakfast, felt 
good natured toward all tho world and 
was intelligent enough to realize that he 
was helpless. 

On the afternoon of the third day after 
trapping our tiger, who ic to-day ai 
mate of tho Royal zoo of London, word 
was brought in by a native hunter that a 
largo herd of elephants was in the forest 
about six miles away, and that one bi 
tusker was lame and could easily be cap- 
tured by the white men. Williams tool 
ten natives and circled to the northwest 
while I took the same number and circled 
to the southwest, calculating to get to the 
west of tho herd beioro wo efl'ected a 
junction and then drive it toward a vil- 
lage. It took us three hours to reach 
our position, and it was a rare sight we 
saw when we crept down on tho herd. 
They had just stopped feeding and were 
collected in a glade of about an acre in 
extent. There were twenty-six of them, 
including three babies not yet weaned. 

The/tusker mentioned was a noble big 
fellow, but had got tho worst of a fight in 
which he had been severely hurt in tho 
right shoulder. He could hardly put 
that forefoot to tho ground, and was 
standing by himself and sulking when we 
caught sight of him. i crept around to 
the south to get a fair shot at him, while 
William was stalking an old fell iv with 
one tusk broken off about half way up, 
and we should have got both of them but 
for an accident. Ono of the natives, 
moving on hands and knees through the 
brush, was struck in tho faco by a poison- 
ous serpent and rose up and cried out at 
the top of his voice. At his first scream 
the elephants wont off at a furious pace, 
and wo knew they would not stop again 
under live miles. 

Tho native had boon struck by a jungle 
viper. I roached him w ithin livo min- 
utes, and he was then rolling on the 
ground with his faco so swollen that ho 
could no longer see out of his eyes. In a 
quarter of an hour ho was dead. His 
death made very little impression on his 
companions, 1 folt annoyed at their 
seeming indifference and said so to my 
head man, and he replied : 

" Why, sahib, he is dead, and that 
ends it. My grandfather was eaten by a 
tigor, my father killed by a ljutlalo and 
my only brother died as ho has just died, 
from a snake bito. My turn may conio 
any day. Why ahould I weep or la- 
ment ?" 

Four of tho natives were ordered to 
make a litter and convey tho body to the 
village for burial, and wo divided into 
two parties again and sot out after the 
hord. Hero and there wo found well 
beaten paths to make traveling nioro 
easy, but at other times we could sorce- 
ry f rco a passage through the thickets. 
1 was leading the way and supposed my 
men were following. Tho afternoon was 
wearing away, and whenever 1 struck fa- 
vorable ground I increased my pace to a 
irun, 1 tinally heard tho elephants ahead 



of me, and was creeping up when I sud- 
denly re dized that 1 was alone in tho 
forost. I wai od for perhaps ton minutes, 
and then followed slowly" on after tho 
elephants, who woro feeding «s they 
moved along. I expected to be over- 
taken at any moment, and was not in tho 
least alarmed 1 was gradually gutting 
oil to tho heols of the herd when some- 
thing occurred to alarm tho beasts again, 
and away they went at a tremendous gait, 
and 1 know 1 should seo nothing more of 
them that afternoon. 

1 was now within four miles of tho vil- 
lage and jii a plain path, but tho sun was 
so low that it w s twilight in tho forest. 
I was going forward at a good pace when 
a huge hyena crossed my path with a 
growl. Two minutes later there woro 
yelps and snarls from every direction, and 
1 realized that the night prowlers of tho 
forest were astir. I was going bravely 
ahead and would have boon out of the 
forest in half an hour more when tho sun 
went down and 1 had to almost fool my 
way foot by foot. The situation was any- 
thing but pleasant. If 1 climbed a tree 
1 might bo bitten by a snake lurking 
among the branches, and tho mosquitoes 
would oat mo alive in two hours if I es- 
caped the serpent. To go forward was to 
guess at the right compass point, and I 
heard sounds to prove that wild beasts 
were prowling about in every direction. 
Williams had borrowed my matchbox or 
[ could have niado a torch. I had a 
heavy single barreled rifle, but no extra 
ammunition and therefore dared not fire 
a signal. 

I was picking my way slowly, feeling a 
beaten path under my feet, when of a 
sudden 1 felt myself falling. One Cannot 
remember his thoughts in such emergen- 
cies. 1 may have cried out, but I do not 
recollect it. I remember that, as I 
brought up on aiy head and shoulders, I 
heaid a tierce growling almost in inv car. 
I was stunned for a moment. When 1 
pulled myself up to a sitting position 1 
was at one end of an elephant pit, which 
was live feet wide, twelve long and twelve 
dep. The other end was occupied by a 
tiger. 1 knew it because 1 could smell 
him, and because he had his eyes on mo, 
and 1 knew the eyes belonged to a tiger. 
Elephant pits are generally so firmly cov- 
ered that no beast weighing less than 600 
pounds can break through. This one, as 
1 afterward ascertained, had been cover- 
ed 3o long that, tho poles had rotted and 
weakened. Tho tiger was ahead of mo 
in falling in. 

No one can tell how a wild beast will 
act under certain circumstances. There 
is oven a wide difference between two of 
tho same species. This tiger did not rush 
upon mo as I fell into tho pit, but that 
might have been tho action of another. 
As 1 became certain of tho situation 1 
found little in it to console me, and 1 ad- 
mit that 1 was badly rattled. Tho tiger 
kept bis two greenish eyes fastened on 
me, but I glanced at him only at long 
intervals. Tho fact that he had not at- 
tacked me might bo taken as proof that 
ho would not if I did not provoko him. 
It was A very hot night above, but quite 
cool at tiro bottom of tho pit, and not a 
single mosquito found its way down there 
After the lapse of half an hour 1 began to 
get my nerve buck, and it may astonish 
you to learn that 1 took a number of short 
naps during the long hours of that night. 
I was aroused from ono of these by tho 
low, fierce growls of the tiger, and a mo- 
ment later I looked up to seo tho ho id of 
some wild beast on the path above. It 
growled in return, and I set it down for a 
hyena. I think tho tiger also slept at in- 
tervals. If not, then ho had his head 
turned so that I could no longer see his 
eyes. 

I was sleeping quite soundly when day- 
light came, and a whining, snuffling noise 
made by the tiger aroused me. My eyes 
were hardly open when ho came over to 
mo and smelled of my knees and feet and 
hands. Ilo actually rested his head on 
my knees and looked into my eyes. I 
think he was at first inclined to attack 
mo, as he growded in a menacing way and 
lashed his tail, but as 1 shut my eyes and 
kept quiet ho finally changed his mind 
and withdrew to his corner. As time 
passed ho grew uneasy and kept up a 
continual whine. Every wild beast seeks 
its covert between daybreak and sunrise, 
and this instinct made the tiger restless. 
Tho sun was just up when I heard the 
reports of rifles, and live minutes later 
the voice of Williams came plainly to my 
cars. The tiger also heard the sounds, 
and I thought ho acted as if badly frigh- 
tened. I was watching him through half 
open eyes when the face of Williams ap- 
peared over tho edgo of the pit and ho 
called out in horror stricken tones : 

" Great heavens! but he's at the bottom 
of this pit nitli a tiger I Blank, are yju 
alive !" 

" Yes," I answered in a voice just above 
a whisper ; " go and get ono of the cages 
and our ropes. Tho tiger i.T cowed, and 
I think we can secure him." 

Ho did not stop to argue the point, but 
returned wi bin an hour with the outfit. 
During his absence tho tiger dug at tho 
bank with his claws and kept up a whin- 
ing, and only once did ho come near mo. 
Then he backed up and made a leap for 
the edgo of the pit. As ho fell back he 
growded in anger and disappointment and 
lay down facing mo. The only way to 
got him out was to nooso him and draw 
him up thiough tho bottom of tho cago 
placed over tho pit. Without another 
word to me they began operations. At 
the firHt throw of the nooso the tiger 
showed fight, but only for a moment. 
The third throw caught him, and it, didn't 
take more than a minute to land him in 
the cage. I was not yet out of the pit, 
when tho natives identified him by tho 
bitten ear as tho same beast they trapped 
before our coining. Ho didn't serve us 
tho samo trick ho did them, however. 
About noon he became ferocious and tried 
to break out, but wo beat him with sticks 
until ho gave up, and from that time on 
until wo shipped him for Calcutta ho waB 
almost as docilu as a dog. 



OUll JACK. 

Just at tho break of day ono summer 
morning some hunters camped on tho 
headwaters of the Jefferson river heard 
tiring and yelling at a crossing below. 
They turned out to a man and made all 
haste. It was as they expected. A lone 
emigrant family, driving up the valley in 
search of a spot to call homo, had been 
attacked by the Indians. The father lay 
dead — dead woro threo or four half grown 
children — while tho wife and mother had 
put her buck to a rock and with ax in 
hand was defending hor youngest off- 



spring — a bit of a boy about threo years 
old— whom sho had snatched from tho 
wagon. Sho was a dying woman as tho 
hunters anno up. Those red devils had 
fired a dozen arrows into her as alio stood 
like a tigress at bay, but tho boy hiding 
at her foot w as untouched, 

It was two "days later when tho hunters 
camo into our camp at Strawberry Hill, 
and ono of them had little Jack on his 
shoulder. They had buried the bodies — 
the Indians had secured all else. They 
were bound to the north, and were ready 
to hand the li tlo chap over to tho lirst 
camp which would take him. And yet 
no quite ready. There woro over i\ hun- 
dred of us — ragged and unkempt — dig- 
ging, delving and hoping, rude, rough 
uiineis wdio hadu-'t Been a child for years, 
but each of us wanted tho boy as our in- 
dividual property. It was finally decided 
to cast lots for nim. One hundred and 
seventeen white beans and one single 
black ono woro placed in a camp kettle, 
the kettle elevated to the top of a post, 
and wo formed into line and each man 
drew a bean. 

In after days wo said that Providence 
had a hand in it. Every w hite bean was 
drawn out, and the black ono left to 
" Old Comfort," as we used to call him. 
lie was a man nearly fifty years old, soft 
spoken and always acting as peacemaker, 
and thcro must have been something in 
his faco to remind tho child of his father 
back there in the valley. Little Jack 
smiled and called him " papa" as the < Id 
man took him in his arms, and though 
we wi re envious and disappointed wo 
w«re also glad. It will seem silly and 
childish to you to read of our actions. 
The boy had been snatched from tho 
wagon in his night-dress, and the hunters 
had wrapped hi in in a blanket. The lirst 
thing was to niako him a suit of clothes, 
and every man in that camp had a car- 
tnent to offer. While " Old Comfort" 
was making tho first suit two or threo 
others were secretly under way. Ton of 
us knocked off work for half a day to en- 
large the old man's shanty and make it 
weatherpoof, and it was unanimously 
agreed that the cam]) should make up to 
him the weekly allowance of his claim 
and let him do nothing but care -for tho 
boy. 

Every morning boforo wo went down 
into tho claini3 little J-ck was seated on 
tho head of a barrel in tho center of tho 
camp and every man had a look at; him. 
If wo didn't see him at noon we heard 
from him, and after supper ho was 
brought out to bo looked at and talked to 
for a i hour. The little chap could mas- 
ter " papo," mamma," "dog," "cat," 
and so on, and ' Old Comfort did littlo 
elso but teach him. When ho brought 
out a new word wo were as enthusiastic 
is if some ono had made a rich find, and 
sometimes tho choers and hand clapping 
frightened him until he put up a Up. As 
a rule ho would shake hands with all and 
smile at ovcy one, but ho clung to "Old 
Comfort" in a way to touch your heart. 
Some of us would "borrow" him occasion- 
ally and carry him about on our heads or 
shoulders, but ho was not content to be 
long out of the old man's arms. If we 
were childish what would you say of tho 
gang down at Albany Flat I Two weeks 
after the boy camo to us about a dozen of 
them camo up ono afternoon to seo if it 
was a real, livo boy, with a regular face 
and two arms and legs. They found it 
was. They saw him laugh and heard him 
talk, and they retired to consult. The 
result was an offer of ore, provisions and 
cash amounting to §500 ; but we laughed 
them to scorn. Sell our boy 1 Why, 
there wasn't money enough in tho whole 
United States to tempt us. 

Little Jack came to us in July. We 
got him through tho" fall and winter in 
good shape, and he k< pt growing and en- 
dearing himself to everybody. We could 
have found better claims further dbwn, 
but no one would go unless all would 
move, as it would bo leaving the boy bo- 
hind. When spring came wo all noticed 
that little Jack was out "f sorts. I sup- 
pose it was our coarse fare as much at 
anything else, although ho got two oi 
three heavy colds in spite of " Old Com 
fort's" motherly care. Wo weren't 
alarmed, however, nnd nobody was pro 
pared for it when the whisper came that 
our boy was sick". Three days later he 
was dead. On tho last day no work was 
done. After dinner wo formed in line 
and passed in and out of tho old man's 
shanty to look upon that pale face before 
death came. Af sunset he died, and dur- 
ing that long night no man spoke above a 
whispor. We made him a coffin out of 
boxes, dug a grave in the sunshiiio on the 
hillside, and when wo laid him away no 
man kept back his tears. It was "Old 
Comfort" who read a chapter from his 
pocket Jiiblo at the grave, and it was ho 
who made the prayer in tones which told 
us all bow sore his old heart was. 

When all was over sonio men went 
away land sat down by themselves to 
grievo, while others began fearing down 
and packing up to leave the place on tho 
morrow. That night there was no sing- 
ing, no music on the fiddles, no story 
telling about the camp fires or in the 
shanties. Now and then men whispered 
to each other, but the camp was so quiet 
that ono coining up tho trail would have 
believed it deserted. And so went tho 
night, and when morning came the camp 
was aroused by tho shout? of an early 
riser. Ho was pointing up the hillside to 
little Jack's gravo. We knew what was 
wrong as wo started up tho path. " Old 
Comfort," was lying across the grave, and 
ho was dead and cold — dead of a broken 
heart. We buried him beside his boy — 
our boy— and two hours after his grave 
was filled in not a man was left at Straw- 
berry Hill. M. Quad.

Tho Thrllllnir Story of n Submarine Ex- 
plorer Who Wtw Employed by the 
Cllltlan Insurgents — A lluttlo 
with n Shark. 

II. M. Hartman, recently discharged 
from tho cruiser Sim Francisco at San 
Diefjo upon tlic expiration of seven 
years' service, tells an interesting story 
of his experience as a diver while in- 
vestigating the wreck of the likinco 
Encalada. During- the troubles in 
Chili he enlistetl with the insurgents 
anil w;ts successively an ollicer on a tor- 
pedo boat, lieutenant of artillery at tho 
battle of Acaealgo river, a spy against: 
Balmaccda and commanded two pieces 
of artillery at the buttle of l'lacilla, 
which opened the way to Valparaiso, 
lie was wounded, and after recovery 
was taken back in the American serv- 
ice. 

. Elartman, says the San Francisco 
Chronicle, was engaged in diving on the 
insurgent vessel Blanco Encalada, sunk 
by the Admiral Lynch in the harbor of 
Culdera. 

One month after, the insurgents, then 
in possession of the port, employed 
Hartman and an Englishman, also a 
diver, to go down and measure the hole 
and determine the chance of raising the 
vessel. Divers equipped with incandes- 
cent lights were lowered upon tin- ship, 
which was lying in nine fathoms of 
water. The ship was lying upon her 
port side. She had sunk in a field of 
sea grass growing ten feet high. The 
waves had washed great avenues of 
white sand through the grass to various 
parts of the vessel. 

Almost everywhere wen' arms, legs, 
heads and trunks of human bodies. 
Many of these the fish had eaten clean 
of the flesh, only the skulls and bones 
remaining. Tho flesh that still re- 
mained intact was soft and mushy, and 
when touched would fall away from 
the hones. Many bodies were found 
whole, the men having met death by 
drowning. 

In the stiirboard rigging stood the 
skeletons of two men witli the hones of 
their hands still clenching tho ratlines. 
The whole scene was horrible and re- 
volting beyond description. The great- 
est obstacle in the work was the fish. 
There were millions of fish and eels 
everywhere. They would shoot through 
the water and, magnified by the water 
and the glass of tho diver's helmet, and 
reflecting the rays of the electric light, 
they looked like thousands of blades of 
polished silver. 

Wherever Hartman would lay his 
hands upon the deck they would come 
in contact with a slimy cel. The. eels 
would wrap themselves about the 
divers' legs as they went along the 
.deck-. This, and coming in frequent 
contact with dissolving human flesh, af- 
forded a variety of sensations not fre- 
quently met with by even a diver. 

Anion;,' these fish were numerous 
sharks. They were with difficulty kept 
away from the divers. With one Hart- 
man hud a battle. The suit of a diver 
is so shotted as to keep him at about an 
equilibrium in the water. With a slight 
motion he can easily rise. As he goes 
over the bottom he rarely touches 
ground. A diver is also provided with 
a weapon of defense, against ravenous 
fish, in tho shape of an electric pole six 
feet long and covered, with rubber, ex- 
cept at the end, which is a steel point. 

Bending in a large curve over this 
point is a hook witli a ball on the end. 
The point and ball are positive and 
negative poles of an electric current, 
which is furnished by wire from a dyna- 
mo on the vessel. When a shark ap- 
proaches too close to the diver the end 
of the pole is thrown against him ami 
the current passes from the point 
through the fish to the ball. Tho fish 
receives a violent shock, which may 
either stun or kill. 

Hartman saw an enormous man-eat- 
ing shark slowly approaching- him and 
slowly opening- and shutting his enor- 
mous jaws. When within striking dis- 
tance the pole was thrown against him. 
The shock" stopped him and he remained 
under the influence for several minutes, 
then recovered and came slowly on 
again. It was repented with the same 
result the third time, [la rtma n dropped 
underneath the shark, and while lie 
was yet motionless ripped with a knife 
along the belly from the gills to the tail, 
leaving his intestines to fall out 



LAFAYETTE'S NAME. 

The Grcat-Grandson or the Illustrious 
Frenchman Authorized to Assume It. 
A dispatch .slated that M. Bureaus, 
great-grandson of Gen. de Lafayette, 
lias been authorized to add to his name 
that of Dumotticr de Lafayette, In 
July, 1891, says the New York World, 
Oscar Pierre Maurice l.ureaux de 
Pusy, great-grandson of Gen. Dumotticr 
de Lafayette and grand-nephew of the 
lute Senator Edmond Francois du La- 
fayette, made application to tho minis- 
ter of justice to add to his patronymic 
the name of Dumotticr de Lafayette. 
Gen. de Lafayette left by his wife, nee 
d'Ayon, a son. George Washington, 
marquis do Lafayette, and two daugh- 
ters— Mine, de Latour-Marbourg, who 
had two daughters only, and Mine, de 
Lasteyrie, who gave birth to a son and 
three daughters, Mine. d'Assailly, Mine. 
<le Corcelle and Mine, de Rcmusat. 
George Washington de Lafayette, who 
was born in 1780, married in 1802 Mile, 
do Destut de Tracy, by whom lie had 
two sons, Oscar and Edmond de Lafay- 
ette, and three daughters, who respec- 
tively married M. Bureaux do Pusy, M. 
Adolphe Pcrier (a nephew of Casiiull' 
Perier), and M. de Beaumont. The last 
two Lufayettes, both senators of the 
third republic, passed away without 
issue. The elder, who died in 1881, had 
married Mile- Bureaux de Pusy, the sis- 
ter of his brother-in-law. Edmond do 
Lafayette died a bachelor in December, 
1S90. M. Oscar Pierre Maurice Bureaux 
do Busy Dumotticr de Lafayette was 
born at Avallon, in the department ol 
the Yonno, in December, lti~2, and re- 
sides at tho Chateau de Bergcncs, near 
Montmirail, in the department of Marne. 



ANIMALS BECOMING EXTINCT. 

In Afrlrn Elephant! unil Giraffes Are l!e- 
couilng Knpidly Exterminated* 

An article by Mr. Brydon in tho last 
proceedings of the British Zoological 
society says the days of the giraffe are 
numbered. A few years ago herds of 
seventy or eighty of them were often 
met in various parts of Africa. Bryden 
says that nineteen giraffes are now a 
large herd. They have been hunted so 
mercilessly both by natives and foreign 
sportsmen that they are rapidly becom- 
ing extinct. The intelligent African 
king, Khama, has, however, taken tho 
giraffe under his protection and hopes 
to save it from extermination. Helms 
forbidden the hunting of the giraffe in 
his largo domain, and * in this way he 
hopes they will multiply in his country. 
It is an interesting fact that Russia has 
preserved the European bison from ex- 
tinction by setting apart a forest in 
Lithuania for them and permitting no 
one. to molest them. 

Recent explorers in southwest Africa 
say that the fauna has changed grea tly 
during the last thirty or forty years. 
Dr. Henry Mehliehter in a paper he 
read before the British association a 
few weeks ago says antelopes, Lions, 
buffaloes, rhinoceros, giraffes and other 
large animals which were met with in 
abundance when the country was first 
explored are no longer to be found in 
any part of southwest Africa on ac- 
count of their ceaseless slaughter by 
European hunters, as well as by the 
natives since the latter, have possessed 
breech-loading guns. The most impor- 
tant among these animals, the ele- 
phant, has wholly disappeared from 
this part of Africa except in tho neigh- 
borhood of Lake Ngami. Anderson, 
one of the early explorers of this re- 
gion, said that twelve? hundred pounds 
of ivory could be bought at Lake 
Ngami for a musket. According to Liv- 
ingstone, in three years not less than 
nine hundred elephants were killed 
near the little Zonga river alone. How 
much their number has diminished is 
shown by the present very small ivory 
export from Walfish bay. which amounts 
to about fifteen hundred pounds per 
annum, while in 1 ST.") it was as high as 
thirty-seven thousand pounds. 

Tho various kinds of animals would 
doubtless increase again if some pro- 
tective measures were taken in their 
behalf, but there arc not many K ha mas 
among the important men of Africa 
who have sufficient foresight to en- 
deavor, in the interests of their own 
people, to prevent the extermination of 
these valuable animals. 



THE GAME OF "LURE." 

A Novel Entertainment for Railway 
Travelers. 

A British traveler aspires to the in- 
vention of a new game which .he en- 
countered in one of the home railways. 
He was alone in a first-class carriage 
when two young gentlemen and three 
young women entered. He soon gained 
from their conversation that they in- 
tended to leave a parcel atn certain sta- 
tion. He thought that it would be civil 
to tell them that they had already 
passed it. He was thanked, and one of 
the gentlemen made a pencil mark on 
his cuff. Soon one of the young women 
asked the time, and none of the party 
having a watch they began to guess, 
when the single ' traveler kindly told 
them. Again a mark was made on the 
cull'. The patty displayed such igno- 
rance of the route that several times, 
out of pure; kindness, this gentleman 
volunteered timely information. At 
each time his courtesy was followed by 
a mark on a cult. ■ Presently they di- 
vided some money between them and 
left the train. Some time after that 
the traveler learned Unit he was the 
victim of a game culled "iiuv." The 
players take turns to start a conversa- 
tion entirely among themselves, with a 
view of inducing a stranger to break 
into it unasked. If the lure succeeds, 
the starter scores one against each of 
the others, the latter, if he fails, scor- 
ing against him. The points, of course, 
can be any sum agreed upon If the 
person '•lured'' gives a wrong answer 
the starter is paid double. All the 
players are bound to support the -.t.-u-i..- 

The Inflowing Tide. 

The official figures show that immi- 
gration is on a steady increase in the 
United States. For the .seven months 
ended January ill, 1802, the total num- 
ber of immigrants, not including those 
from .Mexico and the British possessions, 
was 283,410, against 2-14,010 in the same 
months of the previous year. A ma- 
jority of these immigrants are, fortun- 
ately, from Great Britain, Scandinavia, 
Germany, France and the Netherlands, 
countries from which our original pop- 
ulation chiefly sprang. lint the li^mvs 
also show that Russia, Italy. Poland 
and Hungary contribute extensively to 
our national increment, and the fact is 
of significance in view of the measures 
being adopted to prevent n deterioration 
of the national chaructc r, 

In ISnnlc Thirty. seven Veirs. 

The officers of the Provident institu- 
tion for savings, of Jersey City, have 
just settled an account which has been 
standing on their books for thirty-seven 
years. In 1855 A. li., trustee for ('. I)., 
'deposited 813.20. The deposit was made 
by a father for his infant son, and the 
money remained in the bank- until 
about a week ago. Through the ac- 
cumulation of dividends and compound 
interest the original 813.20 had increased 
to S101.79. The bank officers had adver- 
tised the amount in a list of unclaimed 
deposits. The advertisement was an- 
swered by a New York- attorney, who 
readily proved his right lo claim the 
money, whose existence he had, never 
dreamed of. 

A Hoston Ainu's Hani Luclt. 
A Boston man died the other day 
without having touched a fortune 
which he had long expected and had at 
last inherited. The estate, which was 
a large one in New York, was in course 
of settlement, something had been real- 
ized already, and a check for several 
thousand dollars was sent as a first pay- 
ment to tho Boston man. It found him 
in bed so sick that he could not even 
write an indorsement, and ho died 
without having handled u dollar of the 
property 



BORROWED PLUMES. 

Women Got Goods from Shops, Use Thoui 
and Itoturn Them ns Unsuitable 
It is a recognized fact that one can 
borrow or buy tho use of almost any- 
thing. At a great crush it is understood 
that those who entertain may have, 
hired most of the chairs, and there are 
caterers who make it their business to 
rent out entire dinner services. 

It is a matter of harmless conjecture 
as to how ninny young men at a danc- 
ing- party wear their dress suits by tho 
grace of five dollars a night, or by the 
more knavish process of stealing- tho 
use of a second-hand one from a friend 
under promise to pay when "remit- 
tances come from home, don't you 
know." But thcro are times when 
social swells rebel against paying oven 

1 a modest sum for an accommodation in 
the way of supplying what their men- 

; age lacks. 

j There is not a leading merchant in 
this city who could not tell some scan- 
| dalous talcs concerning people of 
' wealth nnd social standing who have 
; had goods sent homo "on approval." 
| There is absolutely no limit regarding 
| the style and variety of the articles 
thus pressed into service. 

Opera cloaks, funs, jewelry and head- 
wear are kept over night and then re- 
turned the next day, after having done 
duty at some social function within the 
twenty-four hours that they have been 
absent from tho store, writes Di Ver- 
non, in the San Francisco News-Letter. 
Since the greatest offenders in this re- 
spect are often the firms' best custo- 
mers, the victims are forced to grin and 
bear the imposition as best they can, 
and so the polite knavery is passed over 
in silence. 

But it has been reserved for some of 
San Francisco's rich people to play a 
trick upon trustful importers of bric-a- 
brac. When certain people enter the 
art rooms, look at cut glassware, and 
then order several of tho handsomest 
specimens to he sent up to the house 
"this evening, be sure you send them 
up this evening-, for my husband to see 
them by gaslight," the clerics know full 
well that a big dinner is on the tapis. 
In this supposition they are sustained 
on the return of the goods by tho un- 
mistakable signs of dried soapsuds in 
the deeper crevices of the rose cuttings. 

Sometimes these "society" frauds do 
have the grace to retain one piece and 
pay for it, as the price of the cut glass 
display which their assurance enabled 
them to make before their guests of the 
night preceding, but quite as likely the 
whole lot will bo returned without com- 
punction, and with regrets. 

AUSTRALIA'S PEST. 

Twenty Million Descendants from One 
Pair of Ktibblts Within Flvo Years. 

The plague of rabbits in Australia 
cannot be described without seeming 
exaggeration to those who have not had 
experience of it, says an article in 
Scribncr. Originally introduced in a 
colony of about a score of individuals 
by a squatter near Melbourne, who 
thought their familiar presence on Ilia 
station would "remind him of home," 
they have kept the recollection of Eng- 
land so fresh in the minds of pastoral- 
ists as to tempt them to very treasona- 
ble language concerning her whenever 
rabbits are mentioned. 

The fecundity of the rabbit is amaz- 
ing, and his invasion of remote districts 
swift and mysterious. Careful esti- 
mates show that under favorable con- 
ditions a pair of Australian rabbits will 
produce six litters a year averaging five 
individuals each. As the offspring them- 
selves begin breeding at the age of six 
months it is shown that, at this rate, 
the original pair might be responsible 
in five years for a progeny of over 30,- 
000,000. That the original score which 
were brought to the country have prop- 
agated after some such ratio no one can 
doubt who has seen the enormous 
hordes that now devastate the land of 
certain districts. la all but the remote 
sections, however, the rabbits are now 
fairly under control; one rabbiter with 
a pack of dogs supervises stations 
where 100 were employed ten years 
ago, and witli ordinary vigilance the 
squatters have little to fear. Millions 
of the animals have been killed by 
fencing in the water holes and dams 
during- a dry season, whereby they died 
of thirst and lay in enormous piles 
against the obstructions they had fran- 
tically and vainly striven to climb, and 
poisoned grain nnd fruit have killed 
myriads more. A fortune of £25,000, 
offered by the New South Wales govern- 
ment, still awaits the man who can in- 
vent some means of general destruc- 
tion, and the knowledge of this fact has 
brought to the notice of the various co- 
lonial governments some very original 
devices. 

IMury Washington's Family Itihlo. 
The family Bible of George Washing- 
ton's mother, now owned by Mrs. 
Lewis Washington, of Charleston, W. 
Va., has been loaned for exhibition at 
Mount Vernon. It has a cover of home- 
spun cloth put on by its original owner. 
The Washington Post says that the 
book is wonderfully preserved for its 
age and all of its pages are still intact 
except the first five or six that were 
torn out and placed in the cornerstone 
of the Mary Washington monument at 
Fredericksburg, Va. The first entry 
in it is of the marriage of Augustine 
Washington and Mary Ball in 1781, and 
the next is of the birth of George Wash- 
ington, February 11, 1732 (o. s.). 



Wealth of itrltlsh Prelates. 

The announcement that Cardinal 
Manning, who was at one time enor- 
mously wealthy, his father having- been 
a governor of the. Bank of England, 
had only left a sum of six hundred dol- 
lars at his death, recalls Lo luind the 
large personal 1 ropertics of the bishops 
and archbishops of the church of Eng- 
land. An examination of the records 
of the probate oilice shows that the 
bishops of that church who have died 
during the last thirty years have left 
an average personality of two hundred 
and twenty thousand dollars each. 
These figures do not includo tho value 
of the real estate, possessed by the pre- 
lates or any sums invested in policies 
of life insurance or otherwise settled 
for the benefit of their families. 



A BY-LAW 

la Aid of tho Victoria and Sidney Rail- 
way Company. 

WHEREAS under and by virtuo of an Act of 
tho Legislative Assembly of tho Province of 
British Columbia passed at tho last session, 
Intituled, "Tho Victoria & Sidney Hallway 

I Act, 18M," a company was incorporated with 

I power to lay out, construct, maintain and oper- 
ate a lino of railway from somo convenient and 
iiccesslblo point within tho City of Victoria by 
tho most feasible and available engineering 
routo to the Townsito of Sidney in tho District 
of North Saontoh. 

j AND WlIERKAS, under and by virtuo of 

1 another Act of the said Legislature passed at tho 
last session thereof, intituled, "Tho Victoria 
Si Sidney Railway Subsidy Act, 1S92," power 
was taken by tho Government of Hritlsh Co- 
lumbia to guarantee the payment of interest, 

j until matutlty, at two per cent, per annum on 
bonds of tho said railway company, issued to 
an amount not exceeding $'100,000. or its equiva- 
lent in sterling money, tho principal of such 

j bonds to bo payable not later than 25 years 

1 from I heir date. 

And WHEHEAS, under and by virtue of sec- 
tion 101. sub-sections '-, 3 and I of (ho .Municipal 
Act, 1892, tho Council in every Municipality is 
authorized from lime to time to make by-laws 
among other I hlnga for endorsing and guaran- 
teeing tho payment of any debentures or into- 
est on any debentures to ho issued by any rail- 
way or tramway company, constructed or pro- 
posed to bo constructed, either wholly within 
tho limits or partly within Iholimiisnnd partly 
without, for the money by the mborrowed, ai.d 
for assessing and levying, from time to time 
upon tho whole rateable property of the Muni- 
cipality a sum sulUcicnC to discharge the debt 
or engagements so contracted. 

And whereas the said Hallway Company 
have applied to the Corporation of the City ol 
Victoria for a guarantee of payment of interest 
on certain of tho bonds of tho said company 
upon the railway proposed to bo con- 
structed by tho said company, by virtuo of the 
said charter, to the amount of 3 per cent, on tho 
sum of §300,1,00 (JO, for a period of 2j years. 

And whereas, under and by virtue of tho 
foret'oin recited Act, intituled tho "Victoria 
and Sidney Railway Subsidy Act, 1832," provi- 
sion is made In clause 2 thereof that in case, at 
any time, an agreement Is-onterod into by the 
Company with tho Corporation of tho City of 
Victoria for tho furnishing by tho said Cor- 
poration of a guarantee of payment of interest 
to a furtheramount of two or more per centum, 
on tho bonds of tho Company, up lo not more 
than S.'iOO 000. tho Uovcrnmont may make such 
arrangements for permitting the said Corpora- 
tin to share any security taken by them for 
advances hereunder, and such provisions as to 
the manner of holding tho samo as to thorn may 
seem lit. 

And WHEREAS the said Company was thorc- 
by empowered to chariro its undertaking and 
its lolls and proper! 3-, real nnd personal, with 
the repayment of all tho moneys paid by tho 
Provincial Government in respect of tho 
guarantee theroby authorized Bec-md and sub- 
ject only to the charge U'iven in favor of the 
bondholders under tho Company's Act ot In- 
corporation, and with further power to tho 
bieutenant-Govornor in Council to enter into 
all agreements which might be necessary for 
the purpose of carrying out tho provisions of 
tile said Act. 

And WHEREAS it is desirable that a guaran- 
tee o( payment of interest on bonds by the. said 
Corporation should bo made, and an agree- 
ment to that effect entered into by tho said 
Corporation with tho mid company, and that 
an arrangement should bo mado by tho said 
Corporation with tho said Government for 
permission to tho said Corporation to share 
any security taken by tho Bald Government 
for advances by them and by tho said, Corpor- 
ation and otherwise asp.ovidcd by tho said 
Art. 

AND WHEREAS it will romilro the sum of 
$9,000.00 to be raised annually by special rate 
for paying the amount of tho said guarantee in 
tho event of the said Corporation being called 
upon to pay tho same. 

And Whereas the wholo amount of I ho 
ratea I land and improvorr cuts of real pro- 
perty or the, Municipality, according to the 
last revised assessment roll, is $17,5b\'!,118.0O. 

And Whereas it will requiro an annual 
special rate of half a mill on tho dollar for paying 
tho amount of such guurautcu in lliu uVulit of 
tho Corporation being called upon to pay the 
same. 

And WHEREAS tho total amount of such 
guarantee in tho event of tho Corporation 
being called upon to pay the same is $9,000X0 

Therefore he it Enacted by the Muni- 
pal Council of iho Corporation of tho City of 
Victoria :— 

1. 'there shnll ho assessed and levied in each 
year an equal special rate of one-half of one 
mill on the dollar In addition to till other rates 
to bo levied In each year for the payment of tho 
interest payable undo tho said gun rantee, 

2. Tho amount of such special rate shall bo 
collect ed in oach year f r m timo to t me ns I he 
said Corporation may bo called upon to pay 
the amount of tho said guarantee. 

3 Tho Corporation of the City of Victoria 
shall guarantee interest at tho rate of 3 per 
cent, per annum on tho bonds of tho Victoria 
& Sidney Railway Company to tho amount of 
$300,000.00 for a period not exceeding twenty- 
live years from tho date of this By-law going 
into ■ ffoot, under and subject to tho conditions 
proscribed in this By-law, 

I. An}' sum or sums of money which may 
hereafter ho puid by the Corporation under 
this guarantee shall bo a first charge upon tho 
undortaktn*, tolls and property of tho said 
Company, sue ct only to t tie said bonds and to 
such division there f as between tho Govern- 
ment of British Coluirblo and tho Corporation 
as may bo agreed upon by the said Government 
and the said Corporation, and tho acceptance 
of tho benefit of this By-law by the said Com- 
pany shall be deemed conclusive evidence of 
the assent of tho said Company to all the terms 
of this By-law.

8. Tho said Company shall not dlreotly or in- 
directly employ Chinese upon, about or in con- 
nection with tho work of construction, and in 
tho event of so doing, or of any of tho said 
Company's employes or any sub contractor 
under them so doing tho Company shall bo 
liablo to a puna ty of ton dollars |§10l for each 
day fir each Chlncso so cmployod, to bo re- 
covered aa specified In Clause 7 of this By Law. 

I). Tho Company shall hot pay any dividends 
to any shareholder or oilier person s j long as 
any monoy remains due or owing to tho said 
Government or the Corporation of tho City of 
Victoria in respoi t of tho said guarantee. 

10. Tho said Railway so to bo constructed 
shall bo of n standard guago and to bo operated 
by steam power, and ono train per day (Sundays 
excepted) shall bo run ovor tire said line from 
each end I hereof, 

11 Plans of the location of so much of tho 
line and terminal works of tho said It dlway as 
shall bo within tho limits of tho City of Vic- 
toria shall bo Hied by the Company in tho olllco 
of tho City Cloik, and nhi.ll ho subject to tho 
approval of Iho Municipal Council before any 
work of construction Bhall bo proceeded with 
within such City limits. 

12. All expenses connected with, o- inciden- 
tal to the passage of this by law, shall bo homo 
and paid by tho said company to tho corpora- 
tion of tho Cry of Victoria boforo this by-law 
shall bo submitted to tho ratepayers. 

13, No contract In connection with tho con- 
struction of Iho said proposed railway i-hall bo 
lot to any poison or persons, Arm or corpora- 
tion, who hiVO not been for over six months 
prior to tho date of calling for tenders for the 
said contract, resident or real tents of the said 
Province, from tho date of receiving tenders for 
the said work. 

U, This bylaw is subject to the agreement 
mado b tween tho Government of the Province 
of British Columbia, and tho Corporation of the 
Clyof Viotorla, and tho Victoria and Sidney 
Railway Company, in tho words and figures 
set forth in tho schedule hereto, which schedule 
is hereby incorporated herewith, and made 
part of this by-law. 

15. This by-law shall, before tho final pass- 
age thereof, receive tho assout of tho electors 
of tho municipality, in tho manner provided in 
tho Municipal Act, 1892, and shall take eil'ect on 
tho 25th day of July, 1832.

A nd Whereas, by section ono ll) of tho Vic- 
toria and Sidney Railway Subsidy Act of 1802," 
it is provided that tho Government of British 
Columbia may guarantoo tho payment of in- 
tcrc.-t until maturity at 2 uer cent, per annum 
on bonds of tho company issued to an amount 
not exceeding throe hundred thousand dollars 
($300,000) or its equivalent In sterling money, 
batsublw' nnvortheless to the conditions and 
restrictions n tho said section contained, and 
the company are thereby empowered to charge 
its undertaking and iu oils and properly, real 
and personal, then existing, or at any lime 
thereafter acquired, with tho repayment of all 
moneys to be paid by tho Provincial Govern- 
ment in respect of the guarantee thereby auth- 
orized, subject to the rights of the bond-hold- 
ers for paj ment of the principal of the bonds 
at maturity. 

And WHEREAS, by Eee'ion two of tho last 
mom ioned act It is provided that "in case at 
anytime an BKreeiunntia entered Into by tho 
company with tho Corporation of the Citv of 
Victoria for tho furnishing by the said Corpora- 
tion of a guarantee of interest to a further 
amount of two or more per cent, upon tho 
bonds of tho company up to not moro than 
three hundred thousand dollars, tho Govern-

Now this Agreement Witnesseth, that

of tho Company which may come into Ida 
hands and the monoys thereby secured in tho

A lively account of the killing of a 
basking shark, otherwise the sunfisli, is 
given in the Rev, W. S. Green's account 
of his official survey of the West of Ire- 
land fishing grounds. The suntish fishing 
lias died out in Ireland ; but Mr. Hollor 
an, " king" of Innishark, had assured the 
inspector that the fish frequented the 
coast as formerly. Sir. II. Gore-Booth, 
who had experience of whaling in the 
Aictic seas, offered to bring his harpooner 
and see what could be done with modern 
methods ; the difficulty in this fishing be- 
ing the long time it took under ordinary 
circumstances, to kill these fish. Michael 
Holloran had been a great harpooner in 
his day and was ono of the crew when the 
last suntish was killed, 18 years aao, and 
five men lost their lives over it. Ho was 
left at Boffin with the whaling-gun and 
Sir H. Gore Booth, who tells what hap- 
pened after a prolonged scanning of tho 
horizon from the top of Innishark. " We 
hetsrd a yell and saw three or four girls 
running down to the cliff. A minute 
afterward 1 saw a man, John Cloonane, 
making tracks toward us as if ho had a 
mad bull after him. Tho king started 
down hill best pace at the first yell, with 
the simple remark, ' A fish.' 

" Tho moment we got to the cliff I saw 
my first 'Bunfish' scudding rapidly toward 
us, showing his two fins, at times part of 
bis back. We scrambled down the rocks, 
accompanied by John Cloonane, who, 
breathless, had caught us up, and tumbled 
into the boat. We quickly bent on the 
line to the foregoer, clapped the harpoon 
into the gun, while the four oars urged 
the boat at top speed to meet the fish, 
lie turned back toward the pier, and the 
men had to force the boat to her highest 
speed to catch him. The king brought 
mo up- very neatly, meeting the fish on 
the port aide of iho boat. He was travel 
ling so fast I made up my mind to risk 
the first chance, so when, ho turned near- 
ly broadside I took well ahead of the back 
fin and let him have it. Bang went the 
gun, and 1 never saw a fish cut such a 
caper. Tho harpoon, hitting a little low 
and well foi ward, knocked him on his 
sido toward the boat ; ho then went for- 
ward a few feet, turned short round par- 
allel to the boat, showing himself right 
over water until ho was abeam of us, 
when he turned again and came straight 
for the boat, dived under it and rolled 
astern. He then appeared for a moment 
right ahead. Our foregoer is 12 fathoms, 
and up to this theie was no strain on the 
boat. Seeing our foregoer lead right 
aho-d, 1 took a turn round tho bollard- 
head, and a few seconds afterward the 
strain came on the hint, when I yelled 
out : ' A fall ! A fall I" 

" The fast Hag was hoisted, and with 
tho assistance of two other boats wo tow- 
ed him to Boflin, where we arrived at 
about !);:30 p. in. Ho took very little 
lino, not more than l(i or 17 fathoms, in- 
cluding the foregoer, b"Ut. the water was 
shoal. I looked at my watch when he 
turned up, and it was 6:45, so I think we 
must have been between ,'i0 to '15 minutes 
killing him, Shark people say they never 
saw a fish killed so rapidly before. Our 
crew consisted of shark men selected oy 
the king. Their names are Michael Hol- 
loran, tho 'Xing,' John Holloran, Mi- 
chael Lacy, Martin King and Cloonane, 
who joined us accidentally. The fish was 
a male and measured 2.'5 feet 1 inch. We 
got another fish on Thursday, at about 
11:30 a. m,, close to that rock at the en- 
trance of the harbor. Be gave us much 
bettor sport, running right into tho bar- 
racks when fastened, and then went out 
nearly a mile." The oil of these two 
fish, was sold at Glasgow for about £18.

It i3 
not sufficient to view with complacency 
well cle»ned back yards and curbolisvd 
sewer pipo — nor aro wo to take too m ue li 
credit for tho sprinkling of chloride of lirnu 
in si few of the open drains by the street 
sides, in James l!ay and elsewhere, in thos-e 
parts ol this city where there is no attempt 
even at sewerage, nor at similar tfforts in 
other cities. Already people ure smiling ut 
their ferns, and pcradveature, in a few 
weeks, our back yards and open sewers will 
be reeking with tilth sweltering under an 
August fiiu! With a possible invasion of 
cholera to battle with. 

All thoBe who have smarted (oft times in 
snnio instances, alas!) under the physician's 
lancet will not hesitato to support Dr. 
Milne in any measures which, on tho face of 
them, are intended only for the public good, 
and Christian people should show an ex- 
ample by falling promptly into line 
in supporting ilia wise suggestions 
of tho authorities.

With regard to cosing the stores if churches 
are closed, wo Ciii do much to avoid con- 
tagion by sending orders by telephono or 
otherwise, thus avoiding tho crowded per- 
sonal contact of clothing .vhich is tho main 
dinger in church gatherings. Moreover, 
we are aide to worship in our houses, and 
so sustain our spiritual being, whereas it is 
necessary to procure food for sustaining 
physical life from outside somces. The 
main evils of this outbreak aro the desolate 
hearth, the loss of trade, tho bad blood en 
gendered between cities and professional 
men, but, shove all, thu impression it will 
give in financial circles that tho cities of 
thi-* province are natural pest centres. Vic- 
toria will prove to its Eastern and English 
friends that Vancouver deserves thia opin- 
ion, and rice vena with New Westminster 
and Nanaimo aiding and abetting this for- 
eign impression. 

We have un opportunity however to learn 
most valuable lessons from this infliction. 
Wo can bts'i siiow tho world at largo and 
our neighbors across tho lino that we have 
not only the giit to stamp out the smallpox; 
but that our determination is that epidemic 
diseases shall not bo fostered and encouraged 
in our midst in the future. This wo can 
accomplish, (1) by good sewerage, (•>) by a 
good water supplf. 

Koth these necessaries of city life and 
civilization oro within our reach if we are 
willing to pay for them ! At present thero 
is a spasmodic attempt to improve the for- 
mer in all tno cities of liritish Colainbiu; 
but here tho effort, it must bo confessed, 
has been discredited in the estimation of 
tho public. The S.'IUO.OOO invested in un- 
finished sewerage, affecting when it is 
finished (if ever) only a comparatively small 
area of tho city — is popularly thought to 
have been dropped into a big hole I Now ia 
the timo lor the City Fathers to have a 
thoroughly independent and professiomil 
opinion on these works niaile. If such com- 
petent authority advises that lill so fur 
is good, let ue go on and finish it 
ail over the ritiy, even if wo hove to borrow 
a couple of million dollars to do so. Let ua 
have good sewerage ut any cost. Tho very 
fact of our borrowing money for thia pur- 
pose will show to the financial world our 
energy and self reliance, and our belief that 
wo have a oily worth developing and im- 
proving. 

is outbreak is undoubtedly bad for the 
province. What does tho British Govern- 
ment do in times of famine in Ireland or 
India? Why, provides public works, to 
give occupation and a means of livelihood to 
the people Now is the timo to make pub- 
lic expenditure, taking care, however, that 
tho money so expended shall remain in tho 
province, and that those employed ahull be 
inhabit nits thereof and the supplies bo 
drawn therefrom. Now is thertime to start 
these operations ; woit a few weeks, and 
tho British Columbia inertia which out- 
American cousins hint at we suffer 
from, may ba upon ns again, and 
then another outbreak of sickness may 
ooctir — which would throw u grout 
stigma upon our province. This 
feline inipeifoct dr&inngo has uiigniented ihis 
disease, let us tuko euro that foul water 
shall not bo tho causo of our next einideniie ! 
We niLl unilly complain of the apparent tin- 
neighborltuoss of our sister oitieB of tho 
seaboard and Sound . One reason of Van- 
couver's diro panic is the loss of her com- 
merce and prestige — a now city, .' tho 
home for past months of a loathsome dis- 
eased — ono expects Biich outbreaks of dis- 
ease in old and crowded cities of tho old

1 think it very strange that the press of 
thia eii y should publish such items, when 
their reporters, by inking a little extra 
trouble, could viry easily 'ascertain whether 
there was any truth in them or not, and I 
consider that such items us the one to which 
I now refer, go u long wny towards inoieus- 
iug the alarm occasioned by this unfortu- 
nate epido iiio. 

I also wish to flatly contradict tho un- 
called for report witn reference to the late 
Mr. Waitr, getting up and having u bath a 
few hoars before his death, as ho had the 
most cirttul nursing by his wife and special 
nurses, and was never out uf his bed from 
the time ho was talten down with the 
disease, on the Monday before he died. 

In conclusion, I wish toreniaik that, had 
all the other Ileuses where there has been 
smallpox, been as conscientiously guarded 
as the late Mr. VYaitt's, there would be 
fewer cases in tho city at Iho present time.

BULLED MILK. 

(Rev uo Sclontlllquo, Pari'. May 2%. 
A very important question, from tho 
point of view of the nourish men t of new- 
ly bom children, is whether boiled milk 
retains a sufficiently uutri ive value. 

Formerly it was universally thought 
that milk ought to be used in a state as 
nearly like as possible to that in which it 
is when issuing from the breast, and un- 
cooked milk was the only kind employed 
for feeding infants. Nowadays, however, 
since it has be. n clearly demonstrated 
that milk may bean agent for the trans- 
mission of various diseases, such as erup- 
tive feverB, typhoid fever, and especially 
consumption, most authors and physicians 
agree jn recommending that boiled milk 
only should bo givvn to infants. 

This practice is assuredly excellent from 
the point of view of prophylaxis against 
contagious disease, but is it equally good 
from the point of view of alimentary hy- 
giene, and in feeding infants on boiled 
milk, do they get sufficient nourishment ? 

This question has been examined, with 
tho aid of all the documents which 
could bo collected, by Henry Drouot in a 
little book just published at Paris. Prom 
his researches, made from the various 
points of view of physiology, clinical treat- 
ment and microbes, results tho general 
conclusion that boiling does not at all di- 
minish the digestibility of milk and con- 
sequently does nut diminish its nutritive 
value. 

It may even be said that most of the 
experiments uf physiologists tend toshuw 
that boiled milk is more digestible than 
uncooked milk, and that, in fact, the in- 
fants who can digest the latter better 
cban the former are the exception and 
not the rule. 

The mortality of children brought up 
on the bottle has lessened for some years 
past in considerable proportions. This 
mortality, which formerly reached tho 
figure of ninety out of eveiy 100, has 
been reduced to an average of ten out of 
every 100 in all the departments in which 
the Roussel law has beon diligently en- 
forced. In tho Department of tho Eure, 
that mortality, a few years ago, was but 
seven in 100. These happy results are 
plainly due in great part to the super- 
vision of nurses required by the Roussel 
law. Nevertheless, it must bo noted that 
the superiority of boiled milk lias been 
assented to by most physicians, and that 
they tnoro and nioro require the nurses 
whom they superintend to feed their 
charges with b aled milk. It is then al- 
lowable to suppose that 'ho use of boiled 
milk is ono factor in the diminution of 
mortality in infants brought up on tho 
bottle. 

The only oso in which thero would 
appear reason for not boiling tho milk, is 
when the animal which furnishes tho 
milk is well known, and there can bo no 
doubt about its apparently perfect stato 
of health. Even in this case, howev 
the. security is deceitful, for it is known 
that tuberculous animals have taken 
prizes in competitions of fat boasts, and 
that a diagnosis of tuberculosis limited to 
the teat — a form of the disease especially 
dangerous from the point of view of the 
transmission of tho malady— is an ex- 
tremely difficult sort of diagnosis. 

Tlio conclusion to bo drawn is that 
milk destined for food of infants should 
always be boiled, without any apprehen- 
sion of any alteration in tho liquid, from 
the point of view of tho preservation of 
its nutritive value. 



Forty-six years years and ono month 
ago fire broke out in St. Johns, the 
capita! of Newfoundland, that destroyed 
rent part of the city, the damage done 
amounting to £',1000,000, several lives 
being lost. On the afternoon of tho 8th 
hist., a firo broke out in St. Johns that 
threatens to far exceed in extent of 
money damage and loss of life that of 
the other disastrous conflagration. 

About four o'clock a houso on Long's 
hill was discovered to bo on firo. When 
tho firemen arrived tho southwest wind 
that was prevailing had caused the firo to 
spread to an, adjoining building. Des- 
perate efforts were made to stop tho pro- 
gress of the lire, but soon m ist of the 
houses on Long's hill wero burning. 
Large burning brands wero caught 
up by the wind and carried to rows 
of o her structures, which 
soon burning furiously. It 
seen that tho firo department 
helpless, and people living in tho 
uf the fire began to remove their portable 
household effects and valuables. It is 
feared that some of these people lost 
their lives. 

While tho dwelling houses wero burn- 
ing unhindered it was found that the 
new Methodist College was on fire. 
Eflorts were made to save tho building, 
but they were fruitless. Tho cullego 
was the educational headquarters of the 
Methodists in Newfoundland, and its 
loss will be severely felt by the denoniin-

By this time the wind was blowing a 
gale and the firo was spreading with ter- 
rible rapidity. Buildings situated some 
distance from the burning structures 
caught (ire from the blazing embers and 
were destroyed without a hand boing 
raised to attempt to save them. Tho 
firemen and tho people were completely 
paralysed, and the lire did its work of 
destruction without a check. 

It was now growing dark and tho sight 
was magnificently beautiful, though ap- 
palling. Building after building caught 
lire and the whole city was as light as 
day. Tho roar of the Uamos was terrible 
and the heat was so intense that it was 
impossible to get anywhere near the 
buildings. Now and then high and 
heavy walls would fall and great massos 
of burning embers soar upward, to bo 
caught by a gale and carried elsewhero to 
add other buildings to tho conflagration. 
Men, women and children ran about in 
terror, and thieves, taking advantage of 
the confusion, entered houses that had 
been deserted by the occupants and 
st le whatever they could lay their hands 
on and carry oil'. Tho Masonic Temple, 
Orange Hall, the Roman Catholic cathe- 
dral and the Bishop's palace, St. Patrick's 
Hall, the English cathedral, the Athen- 
tuum, the Kirk, tho Commercial Bank, 
the .Union Bank, the Atlantic Hotel and 
Lin berg's brewery all fell a prey to tho 
devour ng element. 

The English cathedral was a magnifi- 
cent struct ure and was considered to bo 
the finest piece of Goth c architecture on 
this continent, It was yet incomplete, 
though it had been fifty years in course 
of erection. Nearly all these buildings 
woro in tho centre of tho ci y. Before 
long they wero masses of smoking ruins. 
In addition to this the Courthouse, the 
policu headquarters and the Government 
Savings Bank were destroyed, as wero 
also tho Presbyterian church and the 
ollice of the Telegram, 

The flames weio now raging with in- 
creasing fury in tho direction of the water 
front and in a short timo woro eating up 
the warehouses along the wharves. The 
shipping lying at the wharves had been 
warned of ils danger and tho crews of the 
various vessels bus ily cast off the lines 
and took their craft outside the' harbor. 

The lire burned out the telegraph ollice 
and for a time all communication with 
St. Johns was cut off. This morning, 
however, tho telegraph officials establish- 
ed temporary offices in what they consid- 
ered a safe part of the city and further 
details were received. These later dis- 
patches stated that tho lire had raged all 
' iglit and threatened to destroy the whole 
city. It is known positively that one 
man and six children perished, but it is 
thought that when tho terrible excite- 
ment that then prevailed has subsided it 
will be found that the loss of lifo ia much 
greator. Many of tho (100 buildings 
burned up to tho morning of the Drdi 
were dwelling houses and their occupants 
have been compelled to seek refuge in the 
fields. Tho military authorities furnished 
as many tents as possible and tho civil 
authorities did everything in their power 
.to alleviate the distress. Many of tho 
unfortunates lost everything they had in 
the world and imperative calls have been 
made upon chu-ity in their behalf. 

On tho morning of tho 9th tho firo 
communicated to tho seal oil factories 
and stores and the whole south sido of 
tho city was burning. A largo firo was 
coming down Freshwater valley, and the 
people of St. John's were in an agony of 
despair, seeing befoio them tho coin- 
pfote destruction of tho city. La'er in 
tho forenoon a lire broke out in Monks- 
town, in which aro situ. ted tho real" 
deuces of tho wealthy inhabitants of tho 
town. The I033 up to noon was fully 
000,000, and it was estimated that 
15,000 persons wero homeless. 

Tho almost exhausted citizens got tho 
Sre under control uii tho evening of the 
3bh; It iB estimated the insurance on 
buildings destroyed and on stock will 
amount to §4,000,000, which sum will 
cover about hah the Iobs. 



"A GOOD MAN AND A GENTLEMAN."

The late Honorable John Bohson has, in 
his time, been called lots of hind names; 
but a vast majority of people in liritish Col- 
umbia believed that the ''Honorable John" 
knew what they wanted, and would do his 
best to got it for them. Ho had been in 
the province since his boyhood, almost, and, 
with tho exception of Sir Matthew Begbie, 
Hon. C. JO. Pooley, Dr. Helmokeo, and a 
few other old-timers, knew better than any- 
body else the needs and capabilities of the 
country. He has been accused, of course, 
amongst other things, of pursuing a selfish 
policy— a policy which would put money 
in his own pocket. We do not be- 
lif-vo that personal considerations over 
prevented "tho Honorable John " from 
doing what ho considered right, or induced 
bin. to do what he believed to bo wrong;

necessarily be an unmixed evil. If it is 
necessary, in order to benefit one's self, to 
do good for the country, then tho harder 
ono works for one's personal advantage, the 
better for tho country. The Honorable 
John Hobson was a good man for liritish 
Columbia, a gentleman and a hard worker; 
ho trade mistakes— as wdio does not ?— and 
when he discovered that he had done so, 
nwni d up, and said he was sorry — as very 
few do. Nono can doubt his ability, and 
we believe wo hut voice the popular opin- 
ion when we say that we are sincerely sorry 
that he is gone.
